Anno 1 517, taking poſſeſſion of thoſe Countries foz-his 
owne bebefe, within two pres after (that is to ſav An- 
no 1519. on the 28. of July) was elected at Frankford in 
Germanic, both King of Romanes and Cmperour of 
Gerinanie, by the name of Charles the 5. Emperour:and 
ſo continuing in magnificent and memoꝛable honour 
and renowne many peeres gouerned thoſe Countries: 
pet, not without fome ſeueritie, as it is ſaid ; Much like 
the Eagle, which (leeming naturally to affect her young 
ones) will yet nouriſh them with great auſteritie. Al- 
though-enen in his time(foz the Neligion of the Goſpell) 
the ciuill bzoples beginning in Germanie, he ſought by 
his great wiſedome and grauitie to appeaſe the ſame: pet 


happilp liued he after this in great honour and felicitie: 


foz he lined and ſaw his foꝛeſaid pounger bꝛother Ferdi- 
nando choſen Cæſar at Colen Anno 15 30. and on the fift 
of January 153 1. crowned Ring of the Romanes, who 
becameanearneſt fauourer and furtherer of the Goſpell. 
Me lined alſo and ſaw the kelicitie of his lawfull begot- 
ten ſonne Philip, both Duke of Burgundy, Archduke of 
Auſtrich and i; ing of Spaine Anno 1 542.but he liued not 
to ſee the life and death of his baſe begotten ſonne Don 
Iohn de Auſtria, who died (as afterwards ſhall appeare 
in this hiſtoꝛie) Anno 1578. To be ſhoꝛt, he lined pet to 
ſee his ſaid ſonne Philip married with Mary Qacene of 
England on the 19. of July 15 54. and in the next pere 
following 155 5. be gaue this his ſaid ſonne Philip full 
poſſeſſion and pztncipalitie ouer the ſaid Countries of 
the Netherlands, which hee had himſelfe ſo gouerned 
(not without ſome ſeueritie) 38.yceres. Finally, omit- 


ting larger diſcourſes of this Charles the 5. Emperour, 


(of his ſo many notable and memozable expeditions in 
in bis life time perſozmed) let theſe few woꝛds ſuflice; 
that he made nine into Germanie, ſeuen into Spaine, ſe⸗

Not withſtanding Toloze being ſlains, and 
almoſt all his men, the enemie (after the victozte gotten) 
marched with all poſſible ſpede towards Antwerpe, 
where foztie Enſignes of the Regents power were in 
battell on the Market place readie to receiue them, and 
kept the Towne gates as open as they could foz that 
purpoſe: but the Pꝛoteitants fearing miſchiefe and mi⸗ 
ſerie,ran to the gates in all haſte and ſhut them faſt, ca⸗ 
rying away the kepes into the hart of the towne. The 
Pꝛince of Orange, the Counte de Horne, and Counte 
Hoſtraet, with Monſieur Decardes; and many moꝛe 
Seigneurs and Poblemen beholding the daunger they 
were in, knew not what to doe, noz durſt make any reſi: 
ſtance fo2 offending the Regent, ann lose of lines, gods 
and lands: and ſo refuſing all chargeArainſt- the Re- 
gent, thep left the common people in a great vpꝛoꝛe and 
hazard: to auoide which extremitie, the Commoners be⸗ 
= to clap on — and made a moſt reſolute muti⸗ 
nie, 
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nie,cryſug Viue les gueulx, that is to ſap, liue pe men: 
and beholding ouer the walles Monſieur Beauvois and 
his people p2oudly marching (after ſo. much blodſhed) 
within a mile of Antwerpe, the Pꝛoteſtants reſolutely 
determined to encounter Beauvois in the fields:but wan⸗ 
ting a generall Captaine, and hoꝛſemen to match againſt 
hoꝛſemen, they fell in a great murmuring, and knew not 
what was beſt to take in hand: pet ſeeing all their go⸗ 
uernours reſuſe them, called courage to themſelues, and 
ſo reſolued to make a ſtranger their Captaine, they be⸗ 
ing enterlarded with many valiant ſouldiers (that came 
from the ſiege of Valenciana) came ſuddenly to Caps 


taine Churchyards lodging and burſt open his deze, 
' commannding him in all haſte to come out, and take 
the charge of thoſe that would fight foz the Goſpell, 

"which attended his comming well armed in the ſtrætes: 
Churchyard told them he would ſerue among them, but ,

was vnable ro gouerne a multitude, Whereon they bent cnn ad 
their ptkes on him, and thzeatned to kill hum if he did cheir Cale 


refuſe their louing offer. He thereupon gane his pꝛomiſe 
to obey, and ſo without anyarmourcame into the ſtreet, 
where was raiſed ſuch a ſhout and noiſe of people (and ſo 
many caps flung vp) that it was a wonder to heare and 
ſee it: he pꝛeſently gefſed their number was great and 
their quarrell god, ſo in a few woꝛds he deſired that ſuch 
as — not fight, to depart to their wines and childꝛen: 
whereat all the people ſhouted and cried, Goe foꝛ ward 
and we will follow. Then vnto the gates goes the aſ⸗ 
ſemblie of 2 5. thouſand, ſauing the ſouldiers were left by 
direction to make head and beard the foztle Enſgnes 
in the Market place: ſo the Pꝛoteſtants bzeaking with 
barres of pꝛon a poſterne gate (becauſe the kepes were 
hidden) their Leader fill aduancing his Enfignefall in 
the enemies vie w, their hoꝛſemen ſomewhat flacke (foz 
the rifling Tolozes Campe ) caſt in the Reregard:and not 
readie to charge the fozefront of the Pꝛoteſtanta, made 
the Pꝛoteſtants vie the moze aduantage both of _ 
ruice, 


＋ 


$ Theciuill Warres inthe Netherlands 
ſeruice, whereby they gat ſo much bled and vicozie,that 
their Leader (of ſome great conſideration) made bis pes⸗ 
ple retire into the towne againe, the number that (allied 
were eight thouſand. They were no ſoner entred but 
the Pꝛinte of Orange and Noblemen welcomed ( with 
embzacings)the Leader and all his followers, pꝛomiſing 
great matter foz their boldnes. But the Captaine and 
his people hoping to rid the whole towne of Spaniards, 
marched with the aduantage of the time (the gates faſt 
ſhut) towards the Parket place, oꝛder being giuen that 
ſiue thouſand ſhot ſhould enter at the backes of the ene⸗ 
mies, when one ſhot of Canon ſhould be diſcharged a- 
. gainft the Pꝛoteſtants from the Parket place (where 
24. great pieces were rammedfull of ſtones and chaines) 
and reſolutely the Pꝛoteſtants holding this courſe, 
marching thozow Coper fkrote in as great b2zanerie and 
terroꝛ as map be tmagtned,they appꝛoched neere the e⸗ 
nemies with ſuch a thundzing noiſe and crie as ſeemed 
marueilous. The Pʒince and great Earles befoze na⸗ 
med, pitying the great flanghter that might follow this 
bold attempt, on hozſebacke (as all the Nobilitie were) 
the Þ2 ince pꝛeſented peace to the Pꝛoteſtants: who dil⸗ 
; daining his offer cried kill him, and ſo bent their pikes 
on him. What, what (quoty the Captaine) will yon kill 
pour gouernours, fie foz ſhame, hold fill pour weapons: 
but the Pꝛince and the reſt with him, dzew backe their 
bztdles ſo hard and ſo diſo2derly, that downe came the 
Pꝛince and his companie all flat backward in the place. 
The enemie then amazed at that ſight ( beſtdes regarding 
the pꝛiuie ſtratagem oz pzactiſes at their backes neere 
the riuers ſide) began after their mufing and amaze to 
diſcourage themſelues, in ſo much that the Cannons 
they would haue ſhot off, and the ſeruice they intended 
was vtterlp foꝛgotten, ſo that ſuddenly they let fall their 
pikes, and at the Pꝛoteſtants appꝛoch then at hand, the 
enemies cried (to laue their owne lines) Viue le gueulx 
aloude, and in ſuch ſozt that they ſuffered all their Caps 


faines - 
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taines and Leaders to the number of fire ſcoꝛe to be ta- 
ken pꝛiſoners, lofing all their Cannons and Punition, 
putting euery thing they had into the Leaders bands of 
the Pꝛoteſtants, be vſing victozie in the great aduaun⸗ 
tage of that ſeaſon, cauſed all their Canons to bed2zawne 
with ropes from the Market plate to the Mere bzugge, 
a great reefe nere the Burſe, and filling euerp window 
full of ſhot to flanke each part and cozner of the ſtrœtes 
and Burſe, he chained carts together with ſhot in them, 
and thereon pitched ſtraight waies a Campe full vpon 
the Peere-bzugge, hauing then at commaund thirtfe 
thouſand reſolute ſouldiers, foz the ſpace of thꝛe dates 
and nights : all which time the Generall appointed 
Captaines and officers foz geuery companie, and all 
warlike oꝛders ſet in ſtap, he thought all had been well 
and in luretie: but a vile cunning and vnchziſtian bzuts 
was raiſed, that the Caluiniſts would cut the Marti⸗ 
niſts thꝛotes: on which falſe bꝛute, in one night the Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtants loſt much moze than ten thouſand men, who 
topned as they might with the Papiſts: yet God mo⸗ 
uſing the mindes of god men, made the Pꝛoteſtants and 
their Generall conragiouſlp to plucke vp their hearts, 
and the Generall with fine hundzed ſhot, match fired 
in cocke, marched to the Pꝛince of Orange his pꝛeſence, 
and told him that this dꝛift of the Partiniſts going from 
the Pꝛoteſtants, ſmelled of two much ſattle ſmoke, the 
\mether thereof might ſet all Antwerpe on a flaming 
fire, defiring him to ſee a quicke redꝛeſſe herein, 02 elle 
pꝛeſently the Pꝛoteſtants would giue all the enemies a 
battell, tothe whole ſpople and ouerthzow of the towne: 
and there withall he departed from the Pꝛince, and vſed 
his fine hundꝛed ſhot, to houſe and dꝛiue in all the Par⸗ 
tiniſts into their lodgings : foꝛ as vet they had not ſop⸗ 
ned with the enemies foꝛce, they were ſo wearie with 
watching befoꝛe, and ſo glad of reſt, libertie, and compa⸗ 

nie of their wiues and friends at that pꝛeſent. 
The Pꝛince then with W and polity 
ent 


— 
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ſent woꝛd to the Pꝛoteſtants that thep ſhould haue free 
acceſſe to Sermons and pꝛeachings, which they ſought, 
(fo2 the which was a godly pꝛeaching place built) and 
further the Pꝛince pꝛomiled that the Mart iniſts and all 
other enemies ſhould lay do wne their weapons and palle 
guietly euery man to his lodging, requiring that the 
Pꝛoteſtants would make no further ſtirre, but as quiet- 
ly as were poſſible to march by eucry mans owne doꝛe, 
and there to leaue the townes men in their dwelling pla- 
ces as thep marched : which requeſt of the P2ince was 
to Sods glozie and his honour in perfit oꝛder perfo2- 
mcd,alwates the Pꝛoteſtants kept them ſtrong till the 
enemie were all lodged, and then each man went home 
in pcace. All theſe things being done and bzought to a 
god end, without ſhedding ol blod o2 ſpople of any Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian creature: pet the Pꝛince was after fo2ced to fl to 
Breda, as the ſtoꝛie now ſhall ſhew pou following. 

The noble Pzince of Orange in Breda (his owne 
towne) ſeeing his ſonne and heite taken from Louaine at 
ſchole, by the crueltie of the Duke of Alua, and thzough- 
ly conſidering the calamitie of Flaunders (by the dealing 
of a tpzannous gonernour) : this warlike wiſe P2ince 
with a fatherly regard and true affection to Gods wozd 
and the Netherlands, began to ſtomacke the wzongs 
reteiued whe he gouerned Antu erpe (and the imminent 
danger that Flanders ſtod in) and calling to minde al pꝛo⸗ 
miles were bꝛoken that were ſolemnly made by the late 
Regent, he conſulted and communed of this matter with 
tbe States of Germanie and his friends there, who coun: 
ſelled him to take armes in hand and raiſe a power, at his 
owne houſe in Dillenbrough, a partell of Germanie (ten 
great leagucs from Colen) and theſe great Captaines 
and woꝛthie Germanes pꝛomiſed not only in perſon, but 
alſo in purſe and munition to aſſiſt him, which they per⸗ 
foꝛmed with great expedition, at the time when he art- 
ned at Dillenbrough, where Churchyard being ſent( trom 
the Loꝛd high Chamberlaine of England) ſaw the mæ⸗ 
ting 
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ting of all this mightie aemblie, and ſerued vnder Mon- 
ſieur de Lume (Counte de la March) as Coznet-bearer to 
two hundzed and fiftie light hoꝛſemen all that warres, 
which was againſt the Duke of Alua in his firſt com⸗ 
ming to Flanders. The P2ince paſſed his muſters be⸗ 
pond the Rhine, betweene an Abbey and Andernake, a 
walled towne in Germanic, and had in his Armte two 
and twentie thouſand fote,and thirtene thouſand hozſe, 
all Swartrutters: ſo paping his ſouldiers with Dollars 
two moneths pay afoze hand, he paſſed this great armie 
in boates very nœre Andernake, marching from thence 
towards Aken, a ſtrong towne : but by the wap was a 
great mutinte bet weene the Almaines and Burgonians, 
who ſaid the Almaines had loff the battcll of Groning, 
where Counte Lodwiek and all his power was ouer- 
thꝛowne, thoſe wazds made many a man be ſlaine: but 
the bꝛople was pacified by the Pꝛince, who marched 
ſtraightwaies ta Aix, a great Citie, and the Armie en⸗ 
countred anon after the Duke of Aluacs ſouldters,hozſe- 
men, ſome valiant of minde, and ſome by ſoꝛcerie with 
woꝛds and characters in their doublets, moꝛe mad than 
manlvp, vet hoping in ſoꝛcerie ventured to farre, and could 
not be killed with ſhot ; a deſperate royfer beholding 
the boldnes of theſe enchaunted perſons againſt ſhof, 
dꝛew his ſwoꝛd and ſkrake one of thele men on the face, 
who quickly yelded himſelfe (as after his fellowes did) 
to the mertie of the ſwoꝛd. The matter mar ſhallpa long 
while pleaded and oꝛderly by Mar ſhall law diſputed, the 
enchaunted men were all condemned to be hanged, be⸗ 
cauſe againſt the law of Armes they had vſed vnchziſtian 
and vnlawfull meanes to murther men and ſhed Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian blood. Theſe men executed, the Pꝛinces armie (after 
a god ſumme of monep pated foꝛ the raunſome of Aix 
the great towne ) departed towards Senttro, another 
walled towne, which redeemed it ſelfe in line manner. 
All this while the Duke of Alua with thirtie thouſand 
tot and foure thouſand hozle, _— on the mg po⸗ 
D 2 er, 
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wer, ffillſkirmiſhing with bꝛaue ſouldiers againſt the 
Pꝛinces fozces. But almoſt foꝛgatten at the entring of 
the Pꝛinces armie, he bzuted that he would paſſe thoꝛo w 
Liege, àa marueilous mightie towne, whers the Duke ad⸗ 
uertiſed by eſpiall, attended the P2ince his comming: 
ſuddenly without ſound of Dꝛumme the Pꝛince parted 
à contrarie way towards a fwzd on the Paze nere Ma- 
ſtricke, marching all the whole darke night very faſt, 
(which loſt ſome men ) and at bꝛeake of bay came toa bare 
Village where the foꝛd was, to enter into Flanders: ſo in 
all haſte poſſible the hozſemen paſſed, bearing a crope be⸗ 
hinde them each one a ſouldier: but the hozſes ſo manp, 
and their legges holding vp the water, the riner roſe ſo 
hie that man fotinen were dzowned, and much victuall 
wet and loſt: pet befoze night all the armie left aliue 
were landed in as great ſafetie as could be wiſhed. But 
reſting thz& dales there, the Duke was in Maſtrick (not 
very karre oſt) to giue the P2ince battell: ſo God ſent a 
moſt faire day foz that cauſe, in his gracious pleaſure. 
The Pzinceranged and ſet in battell, marched on a gov» 
ly plaine towards Maſtcick,and the oꝛder of the field by 
excellent ſouldiers (et and ranged in the moſt pꝛincelieſt 
manner that might be ( Churchyard at all this): The 
vangard. battell and reregard ſo ſhining in armonr, and 
other awfull troupes af hoꝛſemen, which ſeemed a great 
wod and ferro2 fo behold, that in very deede the ſhow 
and fight thereof would haue delighted any man liuing 
to behold : foz the march and oꝛder of the field was mira⸗ 
tulous to conſider on, and moſt fearfull to match withall 
and encounter. Yet the Duke of Alua(a great noble ſoul⸗ 
dier) determined (as it was thought) valtantly to fight 
with all this bzaue armie, ſo in ſhozt tune the verp ſame 
day the Pzince came within ſhot of Cannon (and at the 
length of Puſket)ſo nere the Duke, that he ſent a num⸗ 
ber of hoꝛſemen to make a bzauado, and plied it ſo faſt 
with (mall ſhot out of the trenches (fozbe was intren- 
ched) that it was thought a great laughter 8 
Thus 
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Thus continuing all the latter end of the dap in ſkir⸗ 
miſh and great ſeruice,at night the Pꝛince wasfaine to 
lodge his power neere the very face of the Dukes army, 
farre from water oꝛ wod ; but in the nigbt ſeaſon the 
Duke remoued his Campe, and a farre off waſted on the 
Hꝛince daily, who neuer did march back ward, but came 
(as afoze is ſaid) to Aix, Senttro, Tongre, and other 
townes of god moment, making his pzofif as he might 
euery where, becauſe ſome had bzoken pzomiſe with 
him in a moſt odious manner. Foz ſome had falſified 
their faith, beſides odde trumperies they deniſed, and o⸗ 
tberſome poyſoned the ſtanding waters and poles: yea 
and in ſame places milke and dꝛinke was infected, Pilles 
were all bzoken downe, and no cozne to be grinded: by 
which Heathenlike e foule helliſh pꝛactiſes, the Pzinces 
armie was like to periſh: pet a ſhift was found to bꝛing 
the armie by little £ little from theſe miſeries: but foꝛced 
to ſtzirmiſh with Alua ofte, The Pꝛince came cunninglp 
to a towne called Tongre, finding there much ok the 
Dukes pꝛouiſion.and a number of waggons full of coꝛne 
and other neceſfaries, ſuccoured and made ſomewhat in 
ſtrength, and in hope of god foꝛtune: the armie meant to 
paſſe oner a little riner nere Tielmount, but by the way 
were ſharply encountred with the whole power of the 
Duke of Alua, where in hazard the Count de Hoſtraet 
was ſhot in the legge, of which wound he died andn al⸗ 
ter. The Duke likewiſe (a polittke ſouldier and great 
gauernour) bearded the Pzince a while with hot and 
craell countenance, and fo ſent Iulian Romero to lie in 
ambuth befweenea bꝛidge and paſſage, full in the face of 
the Pꝛinces Campe, marching to paſſe the water: which 
Romero molt like a rare great ſouldier, in a fine warlike 
ſozt, conched his foꝛce flat on the earth behinde the F02- 
tozne hope, ſent from the Pꝛince to view and make place 
foꝛ bis armies paſſage: Romero came betoꝛe as one that 
knew the aduantage of time, conching cloſe as flat as 
they migyt, and ſo the day — was in 9 
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both parties in a great wed lay as cloſe as thep could. 
The Duke maintaining ſkirmiſh, followed fitl after the 
Reergard of theÞP2zince. Romero ſuffered both the Car 
riage, Waungard and Battell to paſſe tbe bꝛidge: and as 
the Reergard aduaunced themſelues to march ouer the 
paſſage, Romero deſcried his power of ſire thouſand ſhot, 
and ſo put al the Fo2lozne hope to flight, oꝛ ſlew the moſk 
of them. A nohle Frenchman called Monſicur de Mal- 
berg, and all his companie of foure thouſand bꝛaue ſoul⸗ 
diers were there defeated, with others to the number of 
eight thouſand men: which fight and laughter endured 
in great and bladie bzople till the very night appꝛoched, 
and compelled both the Camps to lodge within Cannon 
ſhot one of another, and in the night the Duke pꝛiuily 
ſtole away, foꝛ fome hidden cauſe and policie: foꝛ the next 
mo2ning Monſieur Ianlis and ſeuen thouſand faotemen, 


with fifteene hundꝛed hoꝛſe marched kul vpon the Dakes. 


power in a faire plaine nere vnto Namur. The Duke 
dzeading lanlis boldnes (and the Pꝛinces Camp not farre 
off) turned him backe another way, and made his march 
very faſt, fo2 feare of a blow: then lanlis and ali his noble 
troupe ioyned with great (op with the P23inces power. 
IAmmediatly the P2ince pꝛepared to beſiege atownecal- 
led Chaſteau Cambreſi, ànd marching thither wasds, the 
Dune walted at hand, but the towne was ſtrongty be⸗ 
ſieged: not withſtanding the Duke (as the Pyince had 
intelligence) minded to diſturbe him: the eſpials of the 
Dukes Campe were by the Pꝛince taken, which decla- 
red in what diſoꝛder the Dukes Campe lay: whereon 
without ſound of Dꝛumme ( molt ſecretly) the Pꝛince 
marched to mete the Duke, and the bark ing ol dogs vn⸗ 
der the Kuitters waggons, gane warning how both the 
armies were almo@ mingled together (the night being 
dark)whereata greatalarme aroſe on both ſides: but the 
Dukes Campe within two houres was intrenched, and 
ſo a great encounter of hazſemen a long time palſed out

the mozning inſkirmiſhing, with many flaine and hurt. 
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The P2tince then departing from Flaunders came into 
France nere Guiſe and S. Quintins, and marched after to 
diſperſe his armie towards Strasborogh: in the which 
way Churchyard (departing frb the Pꝛince to England) 
ſo leaues this true teſtimonie fo2 a withes, that the au⸗ 
tho2 which wzote the other hiſtozie ( which Robinſon 
tranſlated) left partially out of his boke, whereas theſe 


matters at that ſeaſon were wozthie of memozte.

time: who as he exerciſed moſt ſeuere martiall diſcipline 
in his warres, ſo vſed hee great iudgement in leading 
fooꝛth his armies, pitching his Tents, and pointing out 
har bours foz bis ſouldiers, becauſe he was of long time a 
continnall pꝛactitioner in warres defenſiue and offen- 
ſiue: and ſo bold he was and of ſuch ſtout ſelfe-conceit, 
as one fearing no daunger, that he would take vpon him 
no charge of any armie. except he might haue the chiefe 
place and pꝛerogatiue of Commendator Generall, as the 
Spaniards call it. As certainly he ſerued both the father 
Charles the 5. Emperour befoze rememhꝛed, and Philip 
the ſonne now mentioned, in chieleſt place oz calling of 
Parttall affaires, and that in moſt impoztant and dif- 
ficult enterpꝛiſes: managing their warres in Italy, 
Spaine, France, Hungary, Germany, Africk and the Ne- 
therlands : who now entring there in perſon all armed, 
found all things in peaceable ſtate: But within a pere 
after, he began to beſtirre him in the ininopned Jnquiſt- 
tion afreſh, euery where grieuoullp vexing and perſecu⸗ 


ting the inhabitants with new impoſitions, mutinies, 


confiſcation of gods, impꝛiſonment, ciuill warres, and 
vnmercikull death: daily immueighing againff them, that 
they had bꝛoken their alleageance to the King and his 
ſupꝛeame authaꝑ it ie. and that they had loft all pziutledge 
of libertie, lille and poſſeſſions: therefoze he calleth a ge⸗ 
nerall new Countell of the States, abꝛogating old, and

This Don Iohn (as mp Authoz ſaith) was a luſtie young His birth and 
man of thirtie pœres of age, of meane ſtature, baſtie, e de: 
rach and pꝛoud: pet at length manifeſting his malicious 


minde and furious fierce outrage in vndeſerued troubles 
which he bzought vpon the inhabitants of thoſe Low 
Countries: becauſe he ſaw he was deſpiſed of them fo2 
his baſe and vnlawfull birth. Foz indeed the high and 
low Germanes doe molt of all others deſpiſe and dil⸗ 
datne baſtards: and the rather foz that his mother which 
bare him was a Germane, at that time dwelling in the 
Low Countries ( whole repozt being not ſs god) the 
Emperour Charles the 5.father bzuited of this Don 
Iohn, cauſed her to be the ſoner conueped thence into 
Spaine, that ſhe might there leade a new lile, and appoin⸗ 
ted her a Nurſe there to attend vpon her and the childe: 
where notwithſtanding perhaps the mother after- 
wards growing malecontent, would rather name ano⸗ 
ther man to be Don lohns father, then that he was be⸗ 
gotten by the ſaid Emperour.

15 do. when the Lozd George Lelain Erle 
of Re nenbergh, ſo tommõly called in times paſt) a faith⸗ 
full conſoꝛt of the States, and a valiant Leader: but af- 
ter wards ( his fates ſo framing, oz rather frowning) be⸗ 
ing taken pꝛiſoner by this Alexander Pꝛince of Parina, 
became 4 Reuolt oz Apoſtata:he thencefozth made Liens 
tenant generall vnder the lame Duke of Parma, when 
(I (ap) he ſhould take his tournep on the 1 8. day of Oc⸗ 
tober this pere 1 5 80. towards the citie of Steenwick to 
beftege it (then being vnder the States) comming with 
his fozces againſt the ſame, he found the Cit ie of verp 
little abilttie o2 ſtrength to reſiſt him, and very ſlenderlp 
manned with one ſmall companie in garriſon: pet( as he 
thought) if he might winne this, be perſwaded humſelfe 
it would be fo2 his ſpeciall aduantage, ſeruing to ftreng- 
then Drent, and ſo in his paſſage to Frizland fit him fog 
the defence of Vallenhoue. Zherefoze this Countic Re- 
nenbergh laid ſiege to Steen wick, bzinging to the field 
28. Enſignes 02 companies of ſouldiers, euerp one ha- 


ning two hundzed fotemen, ſeuered in this manner, that

manes bnder conduct of the Loꝛd Hohenlo, commonly 
called Countte Hollock, whoſe vnder Captanes were 
Plat and Stuper, with their Leader lohn Berenbrooke 
gouernour of Gelders : but the ſouloters'of theſe two . 
laſt companies were in manner Nouices, and vntrained 
to the warres.

willing to ſatiſſie the citfzens expectation, vet foꝛ all this 
ſend another freſh ſupplie of ſixe Enſignes of fotemen 
vnder Heighmans conduct, and appoint them foz S.lohns 
Campe; a place ſo called, not farre from Sten wick: But 
oꝛ euer theſe came thither they alſo were ſet vpon by the 
Renenbergers ; and although they manfully defcnded 
themſelues, pet were they by the enemies taken, ſlaine, 
and put to flight. Pereupon the enemie ſeeing his ad⸗ 
uantage, marcheth with great courage to the citie, ſireth 
the ſuburbs and ſcaleth the walles.

A⸗ 
mongſt whom (as ſaith mp Authoꝛ, and which alſo o⸗ 
thers atfirme) that Generall Norice encountring with a 
Spaniſh Frier (a tall and ſtout fellow in armes) named 
Pedro Lobo (who had befoze cauſed alt the great Oꝛde⸗ 
nance in the to wne to be ſhot off againſt him and his fo2- 
ces) ałter a while bickering with him hand to band, gaue 
him his deaths wound, whereof the ſaid Frier died pꝛe⸗ 
ſently. Confirmed alſo by Captaine Cripſe, that alter 
the ſaid Generall Norice with his foꝛces had lien there 
fiftene dates,ſacked the to wne and taken the ſpople, they 
were commanded by the States to dcliuer the towne to 
Monſieur Famoiſe: who then to take the charge of the 
towne ( with his Dutch ſouldiers and Mon ſieur Temples 
Wallons /pert eiuing the Engliſh foꝛces to depart away 
very rich out of the towne, fell don them ſuddenly foz 
the ſpople, where they killed moe of the Engliſh then 
were killed at the winnihg of the towne : where Gene⸗ 
rall Norice himſelfe was ſhok thozow the buttocke, and 
had his hozſe killed vnder him: and euen then Captaine 
Price a bzancſouldier fo2ſwke his owne hoꝛſe, and moun⸗ 
ted him vpon the ſame : and (o'Altoxether they marched 
out of the towne toward Antwerpe. 

The States againe ſend the Lozd Nienort with his 
companie thither : he in his owne gfrſon with the ſame 
compante of ſouldiers boldlp afſatleth Renenberg with 
often ſkirmiching, he killeth a great number of the enc- 
mies, putteth them to flight, and as they were flying 
purſaeth them hard at the hæles euen to the very walles 
of Groning, giuing them a great ouerthzob, where hee 
flew aboue ſire hundꝛed of the Renenbergers:lo as there 
was left foz the ſaid General Norice foureof the enemies 
25zalle peeces of Oꝛdenance, a great number of fardels, 
and very many hozſes.

Genes 
rall Norice, vnto whom came eleuen Enſignes oł Eng⸗ 
liſhmen, vnder the conduct of the valiant Colonell Dir 
Thomas Morgan: he himſelfe hauing vnder his charge 
ninet&ne Enſignes of all theſe countries, vz. loure of 
Naſſawes Regiment, nine of Monficur Sannoy, and ſire 
of Nienorts Regiment: ſo being vader them thirtie En⸗ 
ſignes, which made in all ſcarſely thꝛer thouſand foote⸗ 
men. To theſe were topned the troupes of hoꝛſemen vn⸗ 
der their ſeuerall Captaines, as the Colonell Gore, Cap⸗ 
taine Elenborne, and Henry van Eky, who were in

Now Verdugoſetting his fa2ces in oꝛder and battell 
gray, had got (to his greateſt aduantage) foz his ſtation 
the vpper ground nere the ditches: where the valiant 
wozthie ſouldier Captaine Roger Williams ( befo2e na- 
med) with the Englilh hoꝛſemen vnder bis charge, toge⸗ 
ther alſo with Elenbornes hozſemen afozeſaid , doe (et 
vpon one great band of Verdugoes fotemen, of whom 
they killed many, and put many to flight. But as euen 
then one Wingard a Captaine © companion of Verdu- 

go, made towards them with certaine eſpectall troupes 
(while the hozſemen of the States had the enemie in 
chace)Verdugo with two troupes of Lanfiers by maine 
fozcecharged into the armie of the States: and ſo aſlai⸗ 
ling them, not only found Munition, pꝛouiſton, wagons, 
and other neceſfaries, but alſo caried them quite away, 
and take alſo from them many Enfignes, where many 
of the States ſouldiers were flaineand taken pziſoners: 
but few of Verdugoes company(of any reputation)were 
then eitber flame 62 taken. And ſo afterwards Verdugo 
himſe lle confelled, that (if this armie of the States had 
fozbo2zne and pꝛolonged a few daies moze from this 
fight) a great number of theſe enemies had departed 
determinately, and would other wiſe haue pꝛouided fo 
their ſafetfe elſewhere, without any field there fonght 
at that time. 

Herein this confli« had the ſaid Generall Norice his 
rigbt hand hurt with a bultet, and many of his ſouldiers 
which efeaped the enemies hands, were fo2 the moſt part 
ſpopled of their armour and weapons: very many of 
them leauing their armour in thoſe places, where neceſſi- 
tie compelled them either to leape 02 [winune oner thoſe 
ditches. This alfo confirmed by Captaine Cripſe, who 
being there an acts2, was in eight ſeuerall places hurt at

ther: And after that the Queenes Maieſtie had ſent with 
him in fiftxne ſhippes the Right Ponourable Robert 
Erle of Leiceſter, Henry £ 03d Hunidon, Charles Lo2d 
Howard Baron of Effingham Knights of the Garter, 
the Lozd Willow by, the Lozd Windſor, the Lozd Shef- 
field, Maſter Philip Sidney, Maſter George Cary, and 
Maſter Iohn and aſter Robert Cary his bꝛethꝛen, with 
many other Gentlemen, who ariued at Fluſhing in Ze- 
land, where he with all theſe Nobles of England and his 
owne and their traine in pꝛintelp and friendly manner 
was receined, by the afozeſaid noble P2ince William 
Countie of Naflaw, and the other Noblesof the Low 
Countries, conducting them from thence to Midleborow 
and ſo to Antwerpe in Brabant, where on the 19. of Fe⸗ 
bzuarp Anno 1581, the ſaid Duke of Aniow was crea⸗ 
ted Duke of Lothier and Brabant with great ſolemni⸗ 
tie: which being ended, the Nobilitle of England retur⸗ 
ned home againe, and left him there Goncrnour of thoſe 
Countries. he repaired with bis traine of French Noble 
men and Gentlemen into France, where the King his 
bꝛother Henry the 3. of that name furniſhed him with 
men, money and munition, fo2 the better ſuppoztation 
and countenancing of his pꝛincelp poꝛt and new attai⸗ 
ned authoꝛitie tn the Low Countries afoꝛeſaid: And ſo 
on the 27. dap of Auguſt in the pere following 158 3.foz 
greater ſecuritie of himſelfe and his charge now taken 
vpon him, he returned into Brabant with thoſe fozces, 
containing in all companies foure thouſand fighting 
men. Theſe being placed in a certatne Uillageneerre vn⸗ 
tothe citie of Gaunt: ſtraiꝗqht way the Duke of Parma 
hereof vnderſtanding, and hauing in a readines a great 
number of his moſt valiant ſouldiers, with their caria⸗ 
ges and furniture maketh all haſte poſſible to encoun⸗ 
ter him. Again, his coining being no ſoner perceiuedby 


the Duke of Brabants eſpials, but adnertiſed vnto him, 


the Loꝛd Pierri a noble Frenchman, Campe maſter oo 
the 
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the Duke ol Brabant, commandeth his companies quick 


ly to arme and encounter: and with all carefull dili⸗ Lib. 11. 


gence and ſkilfull experience he adniſeth them ol due ob» 
ſeruations in the ir warlike oꝛder of fight, and how to 
march ſoftly and fight ſlo wly with the ene mie. Parttal- 
ling his men on this manner: firſt in the front of his 
battell next vnto the enemies were the band of Engliſh 
ſouldters,and to them were iopned the troupes of Ger⸗ 
manes, next theſe were the bands led by Bouquoy, and 
after theſe marcheth the wozthie Generall Norice in the 
Rere ward with th:e& troupes of Engliſh hoꝛſe, t foure 
troupes of French hozſemen: after theſe followed thze& 
troupes of French hozſemen, with certaine fotebands 
of Flemmings and of Scots: and laſt of all in the Rere- 
ward marched a band of Engliſh fotemen, and a great 
compante of ptkemen. Contrariwiſe againe the Duke 
of Parma had in his Uaward oz front all Spaniards, a 
great multitude whereof were verp many fotmen, and 
mo2e then a thouſand hozſemen: foz whom euerp where 
by the wap the Duke of Aniowes eſpials lay in ambuſh, 
ſoas not a few enemies were flame with the ſhot of 
the Ambuſh; only of the Duke of Aniowes companie a⸗ 
mongſt others were wanting th;&.oz foure Captaines 
of hundzeds. 

After this welcoming made by the Dake of Aniowss 
ſouldters vntothe Pꝛince of Parmaes and his foꝛces thus 
appꝛoching towards him, which was ſhozt of Gaunt ©, 
two Dutch miles, being ſtre of our Engliſh miles: the v

ſome fire thouſand men. And comming into the Engliſh 
quarter, he enquired where his quarter was, and where

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Capaine Ed ward Strange lap, who bad the commannd 
of all his houſe and his hoꝛſes: where finding him [ping 
in a little cabbin hard by his Cent, he aſked hun bow he 
had beſfowed all things, foz the enemie was bard at 
hand. To whom Captaine Strange anſwered,he had de- 
liuered all vnto Captaine Peter Cripſe to ſend it away 
to Gaunt. Then ſaid the General: Me haue the Uaunt- 
gard to day, but IJ thinke the French are fled from vs, 
and wee mul then haue the Rereward in ſpight of our 
hearts, Do he haning a ſquadzon of hozſe, lay from the 
Camp a quarter of an Engliſh mile, where one William 
Winter a tall ſouldier, being one of the Co2pozals, and 
tommanding the ſquadzon, ſent aut a very god watch, 
ſo as the enemie muſt of foꝛce come by them, and by no 
other way. Two houres befaze day there came from the 
Pzince of Parma certaine troupes of hozſe Albanoyſes 
and Italians talking together: and being within hea- 
ring of Þ watch, thole which ſtod Sentirelt diſcouered 
them, and pꝛeſentiy ſent wozd to their guard lying in a 
houſe hard by, to certifie the Generall that the enemies 
ſo2ces were at hand. The wozdcomming to the Gene- 
rall, he p:efently commaunded that euery conwanie 
ſhould be ready to anſwere the alarme: but it was found 


that as well others as the French were marched and re- 


tired towards Gaunt. There the Generali &od faſk 
vntill his owne companie came vnto him: and pꝛeſent ly 
thꝛee companies of Albanoyles came thitber and offered 
to charge him, be being accompanted with Baſter Henry 
Knowles (a moſt wozthie and gallant Gentleman) all 
that day. So the-Generalt marched from the quarter 
downe the hill, and at the fte of the hill, by the cormſell 
of the ſaid Paſfer Knowles, he armed himſelle, aſking 
Captame Strange where the Turnep hozfe mas, fo2 he 
would ride vpon him that day, hauing thc other hoꝛſes 
led, cuerp one by two grames a pecs to ferue fo that

ſet, as is afozeſaid. And beſides this, there cane volunta- 
rily diners bꝛaue French Gentlemen out of the towne 
of Gaunt vnto the ſaid Generall, and beſought him to 
vouchafe to accept oftheir ſeruice, that they might traile 
their pikes vnder his Colours: of which offer he curte⸗ 
ouſtp accepted at their requeſt :they alſo palling through 
the whole compante, deſired the ſonldters to accept of 
them as their compantons, vowing to line and die vnder 
thoſe Colours. 

While they were thus bickering both Armies toge- 
ther, the Duke of Aniowẽ and with him the Pꝛince of O- 
range ffand vpon the walles of Gaunt beholding them, 
and encouraging their louldiers to the fight, commaund 
them politikelp to goe ſome what aſide, to the end that 
their enemies purſuing them, might be the better beaten 
and fopled with the ſhot from of the Rampters and Bul⸗ 
warkes of the Citie. Here againe with hot ſkirmiſh⸗ 
ing a number were ſlaine on both ſides, as alſo diners 
hurt and killed within the towne with the enemies 
ſhot, at which time one Tohn Jux (then ſeruing the Duke

Chat night the Engliſh were appointed to lie in a 
little Nand 02 peece of ground enuironed with water, 
and had Reedes to make themcadbins loꝛ their ſuccour.

Upon Friday the third day of Auguſt 15 84. the bodte 
of the Pꝛince was buried at the oꝛbering ot the States 
of Holland, Zeland Frizland and Vtrecht, in magnificent 
manner, accoꝛding to the dignitie of his excellencie; and 
ſpecially in remembꝛante of his honourable vertues and 
moſt pꝛincely deſerts towards them: fo2 he was the 
fourth of fine bzethzen of the houſe of Naflaw, which loſt 
their lines in the faithfull defence of the States and of 
thoſe Countries. 

The oꝛder of his buriall oz funcrall was thus obſer» 
ned; 

1 Firſt went the Citizens of Delph in armour, with 
long mourning cloakes. 

2 The dumbe ſhew of the Trumpetters in mour⸗ 
ning appareil likewiſe, 

3 Then followed eight hozfes conered with blacke 
mourning cloathes, euery of which hozſes were led by 
two Noblemen, one on the one fide, and the other on the 
other ſide going on fote: and behinde euerp hozfe was 
alſo bozne the Pilitarie Enſigne of ſo many ſeuerall 
Countries as the P2ince in his life time had vnder his 
gouernment, which Enſfgnes were bozne by eight other 
ſeucrall N oblemen in mourning cloakes downe to the 
fete. 

4 After them went the Lozd Manſert, bearing the 
Militarie Trumpet. Next to him the Lo2d Rihouius 
with the Pꝛintes Standerd, and next to him the Lozd 
Naelwik with his ilitarie Enſigne, each of them bea- 
ring in them ſeuerall Armes emblazoned, 

5 Then followed the foure ſeuerall Shields with 
their ſeuerall Armes ol the Pꝛince deceaſed, which other 
foure Moblemen mourners bare like wile. 

6 Alter them two other Lozds, whereof one bare = 
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his whole Armes, with his Helmet and his Creſt: the 
other being Captaine of his Guard bare his ſwozd of 
warre, both mourning alſo. 

7 Then followed the funerall Hoꝛſe couered all o⸗ 
wer with blacke Ueluet downe to the ground: being led 
foꝛth by the Lozd Bredroed on the one ſide, and the Loꝛd 
Maldre on the other ſide, two ſtately perſonages mour⸗ 
ning in fate live cioakes. 

8 Next vnto them went tos other Noblemen tall 
and ſtately perſonages : the one bearing the Pꝛinces nas 
ked Swoꝛd, the other his golden Cozonet, both mour⸗ 
ning in long ſide gownes like wile, 

9 And laſt of all went the Pꝛinces thzœ chiefeSte- 

wards of his retinue in mourning cloakes, each of them 
going with a blacke ſtaffe in his hand. 
10 After all theſe was boꝛne the bodie of the deceaſed 
Pꝛince ina coffin, embalmed, ſeared and couered with 
blacke Uelnet hanging downe nere vnto the ground: 
where about were fired diners ſcutcheons ol Armes, and 
penants of the P2inces honours and dignities: The 
bodie being bozne vpon t welue tall Gentlemens ſhoul- 
ders, all bar eheaded and in long mourning cloakes. - 

11 Next vnto the bodie went the foure p2incipall 
Lozds of the States, as Iohn of Burgundy Loꝛd of Fruy- 
mont, tc. Walraeffe of Bredroed Lozd of Loredwod, ec, 
John of Merode Lozd of Soeterwould, ec, with hods co⸗ 
nered oner their faces, which were the chiefe Pourners 
foz the Low Countries. : 

x2 After theſe followed Erle Maurice of Naſſaw, ſe⸗ 
condſon to p deceaſed Pꝛince, in a long black fine monr- 
ning cloake, the traine whereof was bozne by another 
Lo2d: on the right hand of Pꝛince Maurice went the 
Pꝛince Electoꝛ of Colen, by name Truckſes: on the left 
hand of him went the Erle of Hoghenlo. There fol⸗ 
towed theſe perſonages, thꝛæ other Loꝛds, vz. William 


Erle of Naflaw, Philip Erle of Naſlaw, and the Erle of 
TE WM 3: Solmes, 
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Solmes, which were the laft of the chiele Pourners lo) 
this deceaſed P3ince. 

13 Then came after theſe the Generall Sfates. 

14 After them the Councell of thoſe States. 

15 Next vnto them the States of Holland, 16. and 
their Countell. 

17 Then followed the Pꝛouinciall Councell. 

18 ThePzeſident of Holland. 

19 Then the high Councell and the Pꝛeũdent. 

20 The Secretaries of the States. 

21 The Conſuls and Senatours of Delft. 

22 The learned pzeachers. |

With this ſolemne, ſozrowfull and mournfull fune⸗ 
rall was the god P3ztnce of Orange buried in the chiele 
Church of che citie ol Deiſt on Friday tbe third of Au⸗ 
guſt 158 . as afozeſaſd.

her and her illue) Carles Sonnes and Nephewes, to the 
number of 123. perſonages. A goodlie, great, and moſt 
rare bleſſing of God no doubt, and a token of Gods great

king vp their ſpirits vato them, taking heart and chziſt ian 
courage bnto them, in their godlie, iuſt, and lawfullcatiſe 


fo 
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fo2 defence sf Gods true religion, oftheir-auncient pʒiui⸗ 
ledges, themlelues,thcir wines,childzen and countrie;and 
fo2 elchewing the hoꝛrible tyꝛannꝝ of the fozraine vſurping 
Pope and Spaulard, their Idolatrie, vntuſt exactions, op- 
pꝛeſſions, vnmercifull vexatione, and hozrible deſolations: 
doe with moſt carefull conſideration take opo2tunitie of 
time, and with mature deliberation to conſuic vpon ſome 
peculiar and ſpeciall pꝛotection of themſelues and their 
countries thus grieuoullie diſtreſſed. Whereupon in the 
next peerefollowtng 1 ; 85. (afterconferencehadamonglt 
themfclucs in the month of May that yeere) they diſpacht 
into England an honourable Embaſſade, which ariuen 
at London on the 26. dap of June, being per ſonages of 
great account in the Netherlands: Namelie, the Loꝛd 
Iames Gryſe, the Lozd Roger Harſellus in the behalfe ol 
Gelderland, aiſtet Noelus Caronus, Lozb of Schon- 
wall: (who at this day is reſiant in England, Agent fo 
the Eſtates) and Jahn Doutta Loꝛd of Nortwich foxthe 
ſouth part of Holland with eight others, men ok great 
account, which fo} byeuitie I doe here omit: whom the⸗ 
lubſtitute as their zeputics to ſollicite their cauſe vnto the 
Queenes Paieſtie of England: theſe were lodged about 
the Tower ftreet, ano had their diet in wozſhipfull man⸗ 

net appointed at Clothwozkers hall in London vpon her 
Maieſties owne charges. On the 29. of June they repat- 
red to the Court at Greenewich, where they pꝛeſented 
vnto her Maieſtie the Soxeraignetie ofthole Countries, 
which being ratiſed contained at large 3 1. ſeuexall Arti⸗ 
cles, as to the Duch tuſtote I referre the Reaper.

Norice chiefe Commaunder (who comming from thence 
fo2 that purpoſe a little befoze) raking bis leaue of her 
Maieſtie and her Nobilitie , embarked himſelfe and his 
retinreonthe 24. of Augult this peere 1585. and with a 
pzofperous winde arined in Holland about che 26. of the 
ſame,where his fozces being befoze ariued, he diſpoſed of 
them as was moſt conuenient, till time and oppoztunitte 
ſerued oz their purpoſe.

About this time the Night noble by birth and loꝛ ver⸗ 
tue renowned unigdt Sir Philip Sidney (ſonne and 
beire ot that moſt nobie Sir Henry Sidney night, ſome⸗ 
time Loꝛd Deputte ol Ireland, andthen Loꝛd Pꝛeſident 
of Wales) was by her Patelfie ſent oner after the ſaid 
Generall Norice un the tenth day of October in the 
pere afozefaid: Who arwing in ſaletie at Fluſliing, was 
on the ninetnth of that moneth by the States eſta⸗ 
bliſhedLozd Gouernour of Fluſhing in Zeland: where 
by his valonr, wiſedome and great diligence be ſurpꝛiſed 
the towne of Axel m Haunders, and at Docsburgh in 
Gelderland, made mantfeſt pꝛate or his valout and mag⸗ 
nanimttie. But as he had lined alwatesmhononr;ercel- |

But to returne to the oꝛder and pꝛoca ding of the hi⸗ 
Foie foz this yere 1 5 85, afazelald, after that the ſaid 
Generall Norice had diſpoſed thoſe ſeuerall companies 
vnder their ſeueral Colonels and-Captaines,and placed 
conuenient Garriſans in thefronfier Townes hefoze re- 
ſigned to her Paieſtie, namely Briel, Fluſhing, Oſtend, 
and Berghenoptzome, the verp entries into Holland, 
Zeland, Flanders and Brabant: the (aid Generall depar- 
ted with bis foxces inta Gelderland, where by tha ſpe⸗ 
ciall helpe of Gad, his awne great valour and diligence 
of his ſouldiers, he tooke the ©conce by Arnhem called 
Welwerdc, erected where ths Jſel falleth ant of the 
Rhine : wheretnfoz better ſacceſſe in the enterpꝛiſe he 
placed fiue Þbips and two Hoyes, which ſyed verp4ll 
foz that they were an ground aud in the enemies reach, 
knowing no way to eſcape the imminent daunger. 
Which Captaine Hunnings on the ſaid fiftecne of Ao⸗ 
uember that pe&re 1585, perceſuing, and ſeeking to e⸗ 
ſcape the enemies hands (being alreadle hurt veryſoze) 
thinking to leape ont ol a ſhip into a boate; but by reaſon 
of his armour ſomewhat heauie, and lighting ſhoꝛt, hee - 
was vnfo2tunatelp downed, Notwithſtanding the ſaid. 
Generall Norice ſtill continued his ſnirmiſh on land (in 
a Sconce which he bad batted againſt them) lo manful- 
lp, that hauing ſaze diſcomũted them by meanes of his 
Fozt and that hot- aſſault, the day daa wing nerre to an 


end, they reſted without any moze adoe. | 
ot reſpec of his 
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determination and purpoſe to giue anew allault. But 
the enemies knowing the want of abilitie to wittzſtand

the Citie. In the Bulwarks he had placed ſome 15 00. 
ſouldiers foꝛ a gariſon, and beſides 5000. @pamarys 
moe 02 leſſe, the reſt were ſeruing in the Tents, almoſt 
halfe a mile from the Citie. Aftertheſe had foz 3. months 
ſpace and moꝛe beſieged the Graue, the Erle Generall 
came from Haghe by Harlam and Ainſterdam in Holland 
vnto Vtrecht, and ſent about 400. hozſemen ints Velonia 
oꝛ Velna as farre as Niekerke to help the Citizens of the 
Graue. | 
General Norice and Counte Hoghenlo marched vnto 
chem with 2000. footemen which caried victuals and pꝛo⸗ 
utſton into the Citie, foꝛ with their hozſemen they could do 
no good. Thele kootmen at the firſt innade the Bulwarke 
called the Molenſcotice halfe a mile from the Graue, and 
afcer that fo2tifie themſelues in a new ſconce not farre 
from the Spaniards Bulwarks: which they pcrceiuing 
came ſtercelie vpon them with 3 000. of their choſen ſoul⸗ 
diers to ſurpꝛiſe them, and at the ſecond oꝛ third aſſault 
dꝛiue away their wozkemen even in the verie erecting of 
their Sconce, who meete fame 900. of the gariſons, and 
there make a ſtand: whichthe Spaniards perceiuing,char- 
ged them a kreſh, and dꝛoue them awap tothe next Sconce, 
though the Spaniards lo doing fine hundzed of them 
were flaine, æ manie were wounded : amongſt whom were 
ſeauen Captaines of companies, and two men of great 
actount, from whom the Engliſhmen cooke awap a bꝛaſſe 
peece of Dzvinance. And thus was the ſteld fought at Bat- 
tenborow,as that bhiffozie mentioneth: ſa of the ſiege of 
Graue when Parma had beaten it with 24. peeces of bat⸗ 
terie, he ſo battered and rent the walles thereof, that hee 
compelled che Citizens and their gariſons to peeld the 
Towne vnto him: who eatred the ſame with his fozces, 
and gauethem [cave to depart with wife and childzen and 
all that they had, whicher ſoeuer they would with bagge 
and baggage. 
Imme diatly after the ſeraice ſo done at the Graue, and 
2 firs 
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ſurrendzing oꝛ yeelding the lame vnto the enemie, the 
Erle Generall cauſed the Lozd Hemert a Martiall go- 
uernour, with certaine otzers,to be appzehended,caried 
to Vcrecht, pʒoſecuted by o2der of law, and put to death 
in the pꝛeſence of al the Captaines foꝛ moſt part x of the 
— » lately ſeruing at the Graue: although. ſaith my 
Authoꝛ) they had done no treaſon, noꝛ made any ſecret 
confederacte with the enemie. But through a certaine 
youthfull want of (kill in Pilitarie ſeruice, had rendꝛed 
bp the towne of Graue vnto the enemie: which act of 
the Generall( ſaith mp Authoꝛ turned away the hearts 
of manp Noblemen, and inhabitants there from him, e⸗ 
ſpectally becauſe they law one Welſh, ſometimes a Caps 
taine of the Englith fo:ces, and a notable Traptoꝛ (be- 
foze taken by Countie Hoghenloc) which with others 
moe ſuch as hiinſelfe was, betrayed the citie Aloſto in 
Flanders, and deliuered it vnto the Enemie) was not put 
to death, but pzeferred in Pilitarie ſeruite: and alſo Sir 
William Stanley and Rowland Yorke, two notable fu- 
gitiues and falſe foꝛſwozne Traptc2s to their Pꝛince 
and Countrie, eſcaping vnpuniſhed likewiſe. 

The Erle Generall in the moneth of Auguſt 1586. 
haning gathered a conuenient armie of Engliſh, Dutch 
and other Nations, ſent the firſt companie vnder Sir 
Iohn Norice and Sir Thomas Cicill, now L 02d Burley, 
Knights, who placed them nere vnto Seuenter in Cleue- 
land, purpoſing to march towards the P2ince of Parma 
and his foꝛces. But the Erle Generall tunſelfe the 6. ol 
September Anno 15 86 departetb from Arnhem in Gel- 
derland towards Eltem in Cleueland, honourably ac⸗ 
companied with Pꝛince Emanuel ſonne of Anthony 
King ok Portugale, the Loꝛd Truxſis the Pꝛince Eicto2 
of Colen, Countie Maurice of Naſſaw, Countie Piuilip of 
Naſſa nephew to the deccaſed Pꝛince of Orange, the 
Counties Solmes and Oberſteyn, the Erle of Eficx Ge⸗ 
ncrail cf. the hoꝛſemen, the Loꝛd Percgrin Bartu L 
Willoughby, the Lozd Iohn North Baron cf Kirtling- 


ton, 
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ton, Sir Philip Sidney Lo2d Gonernonr of Fluſhing, 
and others ol great anthozitte. And hauing taken a vie w 
ok his hoſte, his Excellencie numbzed his fotemen to be 
about 7 ooo. and his hozſemen 1400. But this armie 
ſeemed vnto him inſufficient to giue Parma the repulſe 
(who was ſaid to haue 12000.fotmen and 35 co. ho 
men). And koꝛ that he would deltuer the citie of Berck 
vpon the Rhtne from the pꝛeſent ſtege of the Enemie, he 
determined therfoze firſt by policie to aſſault Doesburgh 
in the Countie of Zutphen, to withdzaw the Pꝛince of 
Parma from the ſiege of Berck afozeſaid, 

This towne of Docsburgh was in times paſt called 
of Druſus the ſonne of Tiberius Cæſar Romane Empe⸗ 
rour, Drusburg, who cauſed the Niuer of Rhtne from a 
very ditch to be digged and inlarged beyond Arnhem az 
foꝛeſaid, into an Jland at the towne of Drusburg, which 
at this day is now alſo called Druſus Ditch, The citie is 
high walled, after the old manner, and inuironed with 
large and deepe Witches. There were within the ſame 
th:& hundꝛed Mallons in garriſon ſent from the pꝛince 
of Parma thither, and alſo armed citizens fine hundzed 
moze oz leſſe. The Erle Generall ſendeth Countie 
Hoghenlo, Sir Philip Sidney, and others the Leaders 
of the fozces with fine hundzed hoꝛſe and eight hundꝛed 
fotemen in the night time ts diſcouer and beſet the citie 
about: himſelfe with the reſt of the armie came after 
them the ninth day of September : his Excellencie com? 
mands them in warlike wiſe quickly to intrench them 
ſelues, and to make pzouiſſon fo? a batterie. On the 
Thurſdap fiue peces of Oꝛdenance were mounted, 
which made two great bꝛeaches: which the Townes 
men with all poſſible haſte and diligence made 
gaine and fo2tified. And whereas the Ditch being thꝛer 
fote bꝛoad and moꝛe, and thirtie fote high encompalled 
the Citie, the alſanlt ſeemed very difficult to be made: but 
the louldiers being thereunto encouraged, the Erle Ge⸗ 
* determined to trie the aſſault: whereunto he ap- 
A3 pointed 
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pointed Countie — — with his Germanes and 
Scots, and Sir lohn Norice with his Engliſhmen and 
Zelanders to gine the aſſault. When þ beſteged town(- 
men ſaw that, thep offered to pteld vpon certaine condi⸗ 
tions: which being refuſed, they peeld vp the titie (only 
with lafette of their liues) the Lozd Borough and Str 
William Stanley(the gonernment being giuen vnto the 
102d Borough) entred both into the towne. 

And to the end his Ercellencie might now next of all 
withdꝛaw the Pꝛince of Parma from the ſtege of Berck; 
be taketh his iourney towards Z utphen, one ofthe foure 
chiele cities in Gelders, famous by name in reſpec of o⸗ 
ther cities, populous and well defended : when he vn- 
derſtod it lacked victuals, he went about either to take 
it, oz elſe to withoꝛaw the Pzfnce of Parma from Berck, 
which thing fo happened. Zutphen was in the kerping 
and defence of Ioſm Baptiſta Taxis, a man couragious in 
fight, the Lieutenant Colonell to Verdugo Gouernour 
ol Groning: and ſæing euen from this citie there ſituate 
ouer the Riner of Iſſell all the conntrie of Velue and Hol- 
land were troubled and moleſted with the Enemie (and 
therefoze the Eſtates not long befo2e had builded a Fozt 
o2 Sconce of defence; bat by reaſon of the great flwds 
and fo much violence of water there increaſing. inc on⸗ 
tinently after they were dꝛiuen away from thence) ther⸗ 
fo2e the citizens of Zutphen ffrengthened and foztifted 
the ſame againe. And becanſe they of Zutpher. extoꝛted 
ſpoyling eractions thꝛoughout all the Velue, by reaſon 
of the tommoditie of theſe their new erected Foꝛtrelles, 
the Hollanders two yeeres paſſed beſieged the ſame in 
vaine almolt foz ten moneths ſpace. The Erle Generall 
now increaſing his armie, iopneth a great part of thoſe 
ſouldiers (which vnder the Lozd Rihouias and Coſmus 
Peſcarepgio were gathered to inuade Flaunders ) and 
fo2thwith pttcheth his Tents by the Riner ſide and be⸗ 
foꝛe Zutphen it ſelfe, on the 18. dap of September 1 586: 
and with boates chatned/together crofle the _—_— 
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moſt a mile from tbe citie made a bzidge to paſſefrom 
the one ſide to the other. 

When bis Ercellencie had thus pitched his Tents 
there, he twke his journey thence with all ſperd towards 
Deuenter in Ouer-lflell ( foʒ as pet there were iarres 
and diſcoꝛds within the Citie) and though the citie alſo 
did contribute with other cities, pet did it refuſe to con. 
ſerue 02 kepe oꝛderly mutuali league with them: he en- 
treth into the citp, hauing foz his guard about foure bun- 
dꝛed fotemen,and two troupes ol hozſemen ; and when 
he had receiued newes that Parma had left Berck, he 
made towards his Lents with all ſpede that he could, 
and ſtrengthened them ſo ſone as poſſible might be, the 
moze confidently to beſiege the ſaid citie of Zutphen a⸗ 
loꝛeſaid. The Pꝛinte of Parma fearing leſt the Erle Ge⸗ 
nerall ſhould pꝛeuaile againſt Zutphen, and vnderſtan- 
ding that the to wne of Berck afozeſaid, was well defen- 
ſed and hard to be wonne: when he had alreadie foztified 
the Ille befoze the towne in the Riuer of Rhene, and 
blocked and beſieged it about with other Fozts and 
Sconces, and thought he had (afficiently furniſhed it 
with vicaals and all other neceſſaries, departing from 
thence on the 22.ot September Anno 1586.he marcheth 
towards Weſel in Cleucland and the Caſtle there, and 
making a bzidge of ſhips had paſſed ouer the Riner of 
Rhene,and had made Fozts from the other part of Reſa 
bponthe Rhine and other places, whereby he might both 
foztifte the Bꝛidge 6 defend himſelfe in his iourney moꝛe 
ſalelp, he came to Bercklo, and from thence he ſendeth his 
pꝛouiſion to be conueped into Zutphen afozeſatd, 

The Erie Generall ſo ſone as he perceiued that the 
Pꝛinte of Parmaes pꝛouiſion ſo caried in was not ſufi⸗ 
cient fo2 the Garriſon there, the next dap he determined 
to ſet vpon the Garriſon: and committed that ſernice to 
Sir Iohn Norice and Sir William Stanley, with a great 
number of fotemen, and to ter taine others with a great 


number ol hozſemen. And when on the 23. of mow: 
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ber the Pꝛince of Parma had againe commaunded ſome 
more p2outſton to be that mozuing conueyed into the 
Historia Belg towne, guarded with ſeuen troupes of hoꝛſemen, and 
64 li. i. two thouſand Þarquebuzters,thep perfoꝛmed his com⸗ 
maundement: and in a certaine well fenced place nare 

the Uillage called Warresfeld (in the wap almoſt a mile 

off from the Citie) they made a ſtand. In the meane 

time while the cariages and waggons doe enter into the 
citic,pzeſently the Erle of Eflex, the Loꝛd Willoughby, 

x Sir William Stanley, Sir Philip Sidney, Sir William 

The Engliſh Ruſſell, Sir Henry Norice, and his bꝛother the Generall 
forces ſuduen - Six Iohn Norice, hauing with him about two hundzed 
ly _ cheir hozſemen, allo fifteene hundzed Puſquetters, and Sir 
em William Stanleys Regiment, with as much ſpeed as they 
could marching thither, doe ſuddenly and fiercely charge 

the enemies ſoner then thep thought fo2, by reaſon of a 

great miſt which dimmed and darkened their eyes at 

that time. But euen theſe Engliſh foꝛces were by and 

by encountred by certaine troupes of the enemies fote⸗ 

bands out of a very commodious place like vnto a Foꝛt: 

and pet did the Engliſh very couragioulſlpand valiantly 

paſſe thzough and endure the manifold ſtoꝛ mie hot bat⸗ 

terings of the bullets, and pet not one of them once 

b2ake his o2der:all keping themſelues conſtantlp toge⸗ 

ther in a wonderfull manner. Then the enemies not 

knowing what number ol Engliſhme theſe were whom 

they law appꝛoch neerer vnto them, they quicklp ſend out 

vnder Captaine George Creſſy Albanoys a troupe of 

hoꝛſemen: which being well beaten and diſperſed here 

and there (whereof many were ſlaine and taken) they 
Thecnemi®s lend out agatne Countte Hannibal Gonzaga with his 
ang Canerc, [roupe, which in like caſe were ouertbꝛowne, and he 
himſelke by a deadly wound there ſlaine. So the vickoꝛs 

p:eſſing thzough the thickeſt of the Barquebuzicrs, 

there the third troupe being a troupe of the Enemies 
hozſe,ſeemed as i thep would rcfift them: but by and bp 

they turne their backes, runne away, and ſo * * 

field, 
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field, after two victoꝛious troupes of the EngliſhTozces 
had ſoze wounded 1 80. ot the enemies: them- 
ſelues haning of theirs onely but thirtie perſons of all 
their companies flaine and wounded: amongit whom 
was that right nobly renowmed Knight Sir Philip Sid- 
ney beloꝛe remembzed, of whoſe action and manner of 
death at large I haue thought god here, accoꝛding to the 
repozt of George Whetſton and others, actoꝛs and evye- 
witneſſes there, thus to declare the ſame. 

I haue befoze (by occaſion miniſtred vnto me) made 
mention of the vertuous life and-valozons leruice of 
that renowmed night Sir Philip Sidney, the laſt peere 
in the Low Countries, ſpent to the aduancement of 
Gods gloꝛie, houour of his P2ince, and benefit of Gods 
Church and of the kingdome ol Chꝛiſt: nowis occaſſion 
giuen me to ſet downe his honourable enterpꝛiſe a little 
befoze his death, and ſo thereby to make his vertuous 
life, valozous ſeruice, and honourable death moze right- 


ly renowmed bnto the poſteritie. Thus it happened in rhe Eoglin 
the latter end of the nert pere following 1586. the Eng ⸗ forces appro- 
liſh Hobles, vz. the Right Honourable Robert Erle of ching towards 
Eſſex, by his valour reuiuing his fathers fame; the Loꝛd Ztphen. 


Willoughby, the Lozd Generall Norice, Sir William 
Ruſſell, and Str Thomas Parrot, Sir Henry Norice, with 
diners others both nights and Gentlemen of gad ac- 
compt ſeruing then on hozſebacke ; this famous woztt v 
Knight Str Philip Sidney as foz ward as the beſt (all 
theſe being mounted againſt the enemie, and his power 


appꝛoching on the 22. ol September 1586. vnto the , Philip 
towne of Zutphen in Gelderland:) This noble Knight Sydney mor- 
like Cæſar charged the enemie ſo (o2e, that firff an en⸗ cally woun- 


uious Puſquetter from the ſpitefull Spantards eſpping ded. 
his opoztunitie flew his hozſe vnder him: who getting 
to hozſe againe, was with a poyſoned bullet from the 
enemie ſhot in the thigh, wanting his Cuiſſes, which 
might h2ne defended him. The wound being deepe and 
ſhiuer ing the bone, vet his 7 1 Was god, and his cou⸗ 

5 rage 
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rage little abated, one Vdal a gentleman alighted and 
led his hoꝛſe ſoftly,to whom he thus ſpake : Let goe, let 
goe till I fall to the ground: The foe ſhall miſſ the glorie 
of my wound. And ſo riding out of the field with a rare 
and conſtant courage, his wound was ſearched, no lalue 
to deare but was ſought, no ſkill ſo curious but was 
tried to cure, eaſe, and recouer this noble Souldier lan⸗ 
guiſhing in paine, all remediles. Who feling death 
dꝛawing on, deſired yet(were it Gods will ſo to be)thab 
he might line to doe his Countrie mo2e god ſeruice: al- 
leaging that he feared not death, but lamented that his 
peeres as pet (being but græne) bꝛought faozth but 
leaues, the blomes being faire,no fruite pet appearing, 
his life could not be lengthened foꝛ the enlargement of 
that good, which both in heart he wiſhed, and in power 
he would haue perfo2med towards his Pꝛince and coun⸗ 
trie, had he lined here longer: who being demaunded if 
be feared not any whit to dye, anſwered: No whit be- 
cauſe I liue tliereby. 
Touching the honour of the field there fought, as all 
our Engliſh Loꝛds and Knights by their valours much 
diminiſhed the enemies fozce and daunted his courage: 
ſo amongſt them Sir Thomas Parrot ſtroake downe 
Gonzaga at a blow, Countie Hannibal wag left foz 
dead in the field, and Captaine George one of the ene⸗ 
mies commanders, was by the wozthie Lozd Willough- 
by taken p2iſoner : onely Captaine Thomas and Cap- 
taine Martin amongſt our Engliſh were ſlaine in that 
fight, and not any moe of accompt miſſing. So by this 
honour enſued the vntimelp death of this renowmed 
noble Knight on the 17. dap of October x 586. liuing iuſt 
25. daies after his receiued hurt, in hope by death to ins 
berit with Chꝛiſt the Crowne of life and glozte, Whoſe 
moztall death how greatly it was lamented of all (ozts, 
from the higheſt to the loweſt, who ſo pleaſe may loke 
and reade in the Nepoztarie of this action, afterwards 
penned by George Whetſton Gentleman: where he des 
clareth 
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clareth how the coꝛps of this noble deceaſed Knight be⸗ 
ing bꝛought ouer in the Blacke Pinnis, ſo called, was 
ſhzined in a Hearſe within the Ppnoꝛies in London: 
and his funerall day being appointed vpon Tueſoap the 
16. of Febꝛuary next after following in that pere 1586. 
The ſolemne oꝛder of the lame was thus martialled in 
honourable manner, vz. hauing thz&e Erles and other 
Loꝛds of the States his chiefe mourners, with all their 
traine as they followed the Coꝛps. After them went Sir 
Wolſton Dixi Knight then Lozd Paioz of London, and 
the Aldermen mourning in their purple robes, And la67 
ol al a warlike band of woꝛthy Citizens his welwillers, 
with weapons trailed in ſolemne wiſe, bꝛought the 
Co2ps from out ot the Nuter of the Cathedzall Church 
of S. Paul in London (after a learned Sermon there 
made) to the vpper Noztbeaſt end of the Ille abone the 
Nuter by the ſecond piller, where with ſolemne honon- 
rable ceremonie vſnall, the cozps was laid to his reſt in 
Chꝛiſt Jeſus: which done, the laid ſouldierlike Citizens 
beffowed foꝛ their laſt farewell of their beloued noble 
friend and Captaine, two volleys of ſhot, and ſo retur⸗ 
ned home euery man to his honſe, heauie, monrnfull 
and ſad foz the loſſe of ſo vertuous, honourable and true 
renowmed perſonage: vpon whoſe death the afozeſatd 
George Whetſton made this Epitaph, 
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H re under lyes Phillip Sydney Knight, 
True to his Prince, learned, ſtaid and wiſe: 
Who loſt his life in honourable fight, 

Who vanquiſht death, in that he did deſpiſe 

To liue in pompe, by others brought topaſſe: 
Which oft he tearm da Dyamond ſet in Braſſe.

After the death of thts noblie rcnoumed Knight Sir 
Hiftoria Belg;- Philip Sydney, ſo greatlie lamented as well in the Nether⸗ 
calib.1z3, lands as in England, che Erle Generall maketh attempt 
to take the Foꝛt on the other ſide of Zutphen, placing his 
Tents in che Velawe; there is a little Jiland befoze the 
To wne of Zutphen, whereunto out ofthe Citie, there is 
Anno 1586. àn open pallage almoſt on die faote, by a Fozd whichnow 
and then hath beene kept by a garriſon of thirtie ſouldiers 
onlie, tbis he battereth with his Ozdiaance and taketh it. 
The Pꝛince of Parma ſeeing this Jland taken, mar- 
cheth to the ſaid Citie of Zutphen, on the fourcecuth of 
October following Anno difto with a ſtrong power, fur⸗ 
niſht with great ſtoze of all manner of pꝛouiſion, and the 
next dap after returneth backe two miles from Zutphen, 
vnto Barcklo, from thence to Weſel and ſo to Burck: then 
making a bꝛidge ouer che Rhene, he fallcth ſick in his way 
comming to Bruxels, æ there being enfæbled by ſicknes, he 
Parma falleth ozpaineth the Marquette of Renty, Loꝛd of Monrtigni(difs 
hekey cended ot the houſe of Lalaigne) chtefe Gouernour of the 
Armie in his feed. | | 
The Erle Generall battereth with bis O2dinance (on 
the 16. of October anno dicto) the leffer Fozt towards 
the 
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the Nozth.and commaundeth it (after dinner) to be razed 
to the ground, and in this place there wire 300. in gatri⸗ 
ſon: Vut in the greater Foꝛt were 800. and in the Citie 
2000. when the Prince of Parma himſelfe was abſcnc TOs Ge- 
from thence ſcarce two miles. So as what time neither 14,40 Inte 
out ofthe Citte it ſelfe, noz out ofthe Fozt ante man came wing neere 
to reſiſt oz withſfand the Erles fozces , this was by them Zutphen.

fo2ce out of his hands, and held ic ſtoutlie, and the moze the 
enimie ſtroue to wꝛeſt it from him againe, the higher hee 
raiſed the ſaid Edward Standley ſo much moe aut of his zer Ed. 
reach: whereby he eſcaped the enimics daunger, which ward Stanley 
deed was the chiele cauſe of the victozie. Foz which en- Knighred, 
terpꝛiſe che Erle Generall dubbed him Unight, as by de⸗ 
ſert, and gaue him a pcerelp penſion of 600. Flozeus: in 
this aſfault there were no moe but cight of the Gencrals 
menſlaine, and there the Counte Hoghenlo was woun⸗ 
ded iu the face. 

His Excellencie on the next day after this battereth, 
and ſo taketh the ſaid greater Foꝛt by comimoditie of the 
leſſer Foꝛt, and the Ile on the noꝛth part afozeſaid, lo as 
thereby he might vtterlie ſtoppe the paſlage betweene the 
great Foze and the Citie: and while the garriſon were in 
fcare thercof, leauingtheir Oꝛdiuance there at randome, 1 Erle ta 
befoze the Engliſhmen had placed their Dꝛomate, they © <<" 
| fled into the Citie, and ſo thcſe Fo2ts-cogether with che ; 
Cafteſsof Newbcken, Boxburgh, aud other places nare. 
| adiopning were taken, whereby all the Countrie of tbe 
| Velawe was deliuered from the vſolent extoztions, and 
| burning ſpoilers there befoꝛe raging. 

His txceliencie thought not good to aſſaile the City of

Deuenter, Docsburgh, Lokam, Doeterum and the ſaide 
Foꝛt: fozhe hoped they would then eſpectallie yeeld vnto 
him: if penurie ſo conſtrained them by a little and a little. 
Therefoze almoſt in the midſt of winter he remoueth his 
Campe (which thing alſo Parma doing)the Erle Generall 
diſpoleth his gariſons in god ozder euerie where, aduaun⸗ 
ceth certaine Leaders, and Engliſh Nobles foz their ap⸗ 
pꝛoued valours with great honour, aud made ſome others 


ol them Knights. 


And ſo the Erle Generall hauing perkozmed all theſe 
ſeruices in the Netherlands, was worthiſte, well, honou⸗ 
rablie highly reputed of them hitherto: but after this (he 
ts ſaid by my Authour lib. 13. fol. 3 91. pag. 2. (whether and 
how he deſerued it J know not) to incur the dilliking of the 
Eſtates in ſome points, as alſo in that he placed Rowland 
Yorke afozeſaid Gouernour ofthe Fozt at Zutphen; foz 
although they had vſed him in diners ſerultes foz his bes 
nefit befoze time, vet he was not found ſo faithfull to them 
in thoſe cauſes as he ought to haue bin, and as was expec⸗ 
ted. Alſo fo2 that the ſaid Erle Generall made Sir Wil⸗ 
liam Srandley knight, giuing him charge duer 1200. Eng⸗ 
liſh and Jriſh kotmen, and ouer 200. hoꝛſemen: into whole 


doings the Eſtates Generall adniſedlie looking, found 


him alſo farre moꝛe bnfaithfull then epther he ſhould haue 

bin, o2 they woꝛthilie deſerued at his hands. 
be Erle Senerall when inthe deepe of winter he vn⸗ 
derſtood that Parma was departed out of Gelderland, and 
knowing fo2 cerfatne that the ſouldiers appointed in the 
Ofteland (by the confederacie and ſecret conſpiracie of 
certaine falſe foꝛſwoꝛne ſouldiers which he had in his go⸗ 
uernment) had reuolted from him, yea and ta their great 
ſhame (no neceſſitie bvꝛging them) to runne away from 
bim: and when hee now alſo ſaw, that neither time no2 
place was giuen him foꝛ perfozmance of ante further ſer⸗ 
uice, and the Towne Berck was deliuered latelie fromthe 
ſiege (from whence Ou Thomas Morgan was nom 
| rc⸗

returned) the Erle General J ſay now departeth towards 
Haghe in Holland. But wht his ſouldiers leauing at ran⸗ 
dome the Jle befoze Zutphen, remoued their Tents, they 
were ſodainelie & ftercelie charged by lohn Baptiſta Tax- 
us the Spaniſh Colonell: but they eſcaped away from the 


enimie, with the loſſe of ſome ſixe 02 ſeauen oł the Engliſh⸗ Lil. 13. 


men and no moe. ; 

At that time the Eſtates finding themſeltes agreeucd 
at the Erles indirect doings(as mp Authoz laith) in chole 
countries, doe make and erhibite onto him certaine re⸗ 
queſts foꝛ diuers reſpects: whereof the whole refozmation 
was reſerued vntill his returne againe out of England, 
when God and her Maieſtie ſhould lo permit. And lo his 
Excellencie taking his leaue ofthe Eſtates Generall (not 
ſufficientlie contenced with his doings) be taketh (ſhipping 
at Fluſhing paſſcth into England, and ariueth at London 
on the fourth of December Anno 1586. 


About this time ( foz as much as Sir Philip Sidney r586. 


late Gouernonr of Fluſhing was ſlaine at the ſiege of 


Hiftoria Belg 


Zutphen, as befoze is ſaid) the Nucencs Palellle of , ,, 14. 


England, in his place gaue the gouernment thereof to 


Sir William Ruſſell Knight (ſonne to the Erle of Bed- Sir william 
ford) a man of great accompt and woꝛthines: He ari - Ruſſel. 


ued there at Fluſhing, and with him Monſicur Tyrlone, 
ſometime Admirall of Zeland, whofoz ſuſpitions in ſome 
points, was a long time kept in pꝛiſon: but being after⸗ 
wards ſet at libertie, and diſcharged of all matters, went 
into England to render his due and condigne thankes 
vnto the Quenes moſt excellent Maieſtie. 

Befoze that the Pzince of Parma pur poſed to beſiege 
Sluce in Flaunders, he leuied an armie thꝛoughout all the 
Hꝛouinces of his juriſdiction, making as though he would 
take his iaurnie thzough that part of Flaunders, which we 
call the land of Waſte: Theſe foꝛces about the beginning 
ofthe month of Map next following, which was in Anno 
x 587. werediſperſcd into ſundꝛie parts about Bridges by

when nom all bis haaſt was in a readines, and as well the 
Bands come out of Germanie as out ofthe Netherlands, 


and other Nations were gatbered, they paſſed on foze 
wards to the ſiege of Sluce. The Bꝛince of Parma him⸗ 
ſelfe on the ſeauenth ol June departech out ol Bruxels, and 
the next day tame to Bruges leading with him 9. Troupes 
oz Companies, after whom the reſt of his whole hoſt fol- 
lowed: the comming of thele, and the koꝛerunning fame of 
their pꝛepartion thꝛoughout Flaunders greatlie amazed 
the minds of them at Otend, and Sluce, Jnſomuch as 
from the Gouernours of both townes, diuers meſſengers 
were ſent into Zeland and Holland to pꝛouide themſelues 
ok ſouldiers, v.ctuals, armour , and other neceſſarie war⸗ 
5 kurniture againſt the comming ok the enimie towards 
them. | 

I haneſeene (ſaith my Authour) amongſt others the 
letters of Arnold Greeneveld then Gouernour of Sluce, 
wiitcen to the fozeſatd Sir William Ruſſell newlie made 
Gouernour of Fluſhing dated the 9. of Tune 1587. wher⸗ 
in be ſignuſted vnto him, that he (hauing made diligent 
ſearch and view as well throughout all the publike maga⸗ 
zin 02 garners of the Citie, as thzough all the pꝛiuate gar 
ners within the inhabitants houſes of the Citie) could not 
pet find any moge ſtoꝛe of coꝛne, and graine in them all, 
then might ſerue fo2 ſuſtentation of their owne families 
euen fo2 a verie few dapes. 

Sir William Ruſlcll being with the repozts of theſe 
letters thꝛoughlie moved , had a few dapes befoze ſent fo2 
certaine companies of footemen from the gar iſon of Ber- 
ghen, which within a while after came timely enough: 
aud mozeeuer on the 11. of June dicto he wꝛit vnto the 
States fo? ſouidiers alſs.

meane time their wonted delayes) expꝛeſlie commaundeth

ſtoꝛe of coꝛne and gratne whereſoeuer he could get ie, and 
chat he without all delay ſhould ſend it ouer to Sluce : who 
the verie (ame dayc hy diligent ſearch made) cammaunded 
by authoꝛitie ſo giuen bim, a @hip which be found laden 
with coꝛne to depart with all ſpeed vnto Sluce, which heree 
by was ſuffictenclie pzoutded of coꝛne and graine foꝝ, and 
during the whole time of the ſiege.

To be lhozt,lpending vpon them 17400. ot (of 
which on D. lames dap from the of the clocke in the 
moꝛning vn ill fine in the afternone, were foure thou⸗ 
ſand ſhet made io that the Pꝛince of Parma himſelte con · 
keſſed, that (to his remembꝛance) he neuer perfozmed a⸗ 
gainſt any others in one dap ſuch violent fogce and con- 
tinuall aſſault.

dlans, with manp Captaines of great antumpt, beſides 
others; were flaine, and (as the Enenie bauſelle after⸗ 
ward confeſſed) as many hurt alſa: when thep of Sluce 
lo beſteged loft but 150. men only, as was found b a iuſt 
reutew taken thereof. And although that the Pzinee 
with his Pioners often and dangerouſly annoyed the in · 
habitants of Sluce, pet ſuch vigtlancie and diligence they 
vled, that they met with thoir enemies in like manner;

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Wrhen'the towiie had thus been befirged now full 
ſeuen werkes, the Erle Generall hauing gathered bis 
fozces euer where by ſea and by land, he eiitreth into 
conference with the Eſtates, taàing counFilvt his Lea⸗ 
ders how to relieue Sluce with ali poſſtble ſpeo. A great 
Naule was then pꝛepared, furniſhed with ſouldicrs by 
the ſaid Eſtates. To him came Iuſtine ot Naſlaw Admi⸗ 
rall of Zeland, and other Retherlandiſh Gouernours by 
ſea, The Erle Generall with 3 1. companies of fotmen 
and fire troupes of hozſemen paſſeth out of Zeland vnto 
Oſtend : where the Kight Honourable. Lozd Charles 
Howard Lozd high Admirall of England, and the Right 
Monourable George Erle of Cumberland with certaine 
ſhippes, wherein. went a great part ot the A obilitie of 
England, ſailed into Zeland, purpoſely as well to helpe 
his Excellencie, as to ſee bow he did. 

His Excellencie had determined to inuade the Pozt 
oz Hauen of Sluce in the very entrance thereof with cer⸗ 
taine ſhippes, well and ſtronglp furniſhed, at a certaine 
deepe place vnder the towne where the ſhips might ride 
ſafely, But the Sea-gouernours, Shipmalſters, and o⸗ 
thers experienced in marine affaires (eſpeciallp they of 
Zeland) were of a contrarie opinion, thinking it not ſo 
conuenient a thing to attempt that which thep could not 
accompliſh, bat in ſo doing ſhould rather bzing their

In the meane time the beſieged towne ot Sluce (which 
had ſo valiantiy endured with ſo little belpe ſuch and ſo 
great ſtoʒmes with the Enemie, as befoze is ſais) now 
alſo till foz two moneths ſpace fully continuing, and 
ſaw not any man come ts help them (but two only Eng- 
lihman named Captaine Allen and Captaine Hart, 
which twice oz th2ice ſwam oner from Sluce, to make 
relation vnto the Erle Generall and the Effatesof the 
pꝛeſent eſtate of the towne): Tbep I (ap, now halte de⸗ 
ſpairing of any helpe, by reaſon the Exle Generall was 
at ſome iarre with the Eſtates, began to ware faint and 
feeble both in courage and power. Foz ths enemie was 
now lodged in the Counterſcarfe , and had ſapped into 
the Rampart, daily vndermining further into the town, 
ſo as there went a noiſe amongſt them that he was al- 
readie come into the citie.1Beſtdes theſe things, of twen⸗ 
tie peeces of Oꝛdenance ( which they had at firſt in the 
to wne) they had now but foure only left, which the Ene⸗ 
mie with his vehement ſhot had not pet dzoken, neither 
had they ſo much powder left them wher with they were 
able to hold out fight euen fo2 halfe a day.

CThereloze incontinentlp 9 hereupon thep r 
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ned comnpoſitionsfrom Parma wozthte of their valdurs, 
vz. Chat with their bagge and baggage, with tdetr En⸗ 
ſkanes fipmg, the match in cocke and bullet in mouth, 
they ſhoald alls pꝛeſently depart out of Sluce, and march 
awaydowne to the ſhips in Zeland: And all theſe were 
in number only but ſeuen humd2ed (as I (aid befoze) reſt- 
due of that ſixtenehundzed, which-ſoleft the towne of 
Sluce,ye&lbed dp bnto Parma and (is fozces on the 4.day 
of Auguſt Anno 1 587, afozefatd. 

Do the Erle departing on the 1. t Augutt 1587. out 

of Zeland by ſhip, he came the next dap vnto Bergen, 
where kozthwith he (ent away all the foꝛces which her 
bzought with htm, to take the Caſtle of Hochſtrate in 
Brabant. But that enterpꝛiſe had no ſacceſte. 

On the 24. ol Auguſt he paſſeth from Bergen to Dor- 
drecht in Holland, where the E Kates doe meete him and 
take their leaue ofhim, The 14.of n ouember returning 
into Zeland to viſit the Cities there, and ſo at Vere in 
Zeland reconciling vnto him certame Captaines of the 
Garriſon in ſecret manner, he departetb thence the 2 r.of 
Houember, and at length taking ſhip at Fluſhing the 17. 
of December Anno 1587. he returneth the ſecond and 
laſt time into England. 

ye Erie ot Ley ceſter( late Gouernour Generali, as 
befozeremembzed) returning into England, lined untill 
September following 1588. in which time the Eſtates 
were about once moꝛe to entertaine him as Gouernour 
Generall againe amongſt them. But he dping on the 
14. of that moneth Anno 1588, within a homely houſe 
inacertaine wod ne&re Langley in Oxfordſhire at 63. 
pteres of age, was buried the 20.dap of October Anno 
1588. at Killing worth, trying all foꝛtunes. 

In the meane time from the Erles ſaid departurs out 
of the Netherlands, let vs leane him ſo dead and buried, 
and returne to the gouernment of thoſe Pꝛouinces a-

ſo honourablie and vpzigbtlp ia all points, and at al times, 
that he withſfood the enumies attempt, gained the good

This citie oꝛ Parquiſate of Berghen opt Zome hath a 
dignit ie, which (after the-death of the laſt Marques of 
that houſe named Iohn, being poyſoned in Spaine Anno 
1567.) deſcendeth vnto his Siſters daughter begotten 
by the L 02d of Merode and Peterſon: who is maried to 
the Loꝛd of Berſole Baron of Brabanr,afollower of the 
Spaniſh Kings warres and his adherents, pea though 
he dwelt at Leyden. 

This citie is fituate in Brabant by the Riuer of Schal- 
de, and is very large and commodſous, builded at the lod 

Zoma, now by ouerflowings ſamewhat diſtant from 
Schalde; but with a fit Hauen tretching toward Schal- 
de, where it hath acertaine head oz fozeland, which (be- 
ing innironed with frong Ramparts and munitions) a 
Garriſon did vſeto kepe the ſame ſometime. 

There was the ſame time Gonernour of that Citie a 
certalne Colonell named St Thomas Morgan (ſince 
fo2 bis valomr knighted) a Melſhman boꝛne, he ſucc&- 

oloncl Dru- ded that wo2thte Knight Str William Drury in that go» 
55 uernment: The Garriſon in that Citie were Engliſhs 
Colonel Mor- men, onto whom were adisyned ſome few Netherlan- 
gan. diſh hoꝛſemen; t amongſt all theſe certatne aduenturers 
Wbich made great ſpople and toke many boties from 
the 
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the enemie, and therefoze were called Bot-halers , in HiForia) gelgi- 
Duch Buythaillers. Theſe daily made ercurflons into 55.15, 
Brabant, ranſacking all places penetrable, making ba- Outrsgious 
uocke of all they conld lay their hands on, beſetting the ſpoylers.

ſeth ſome to conuep thither warlike engins, and great Tue prince 
D2denance fo allault and batterie: and others he ma- of Parma lay- 
keth to bꝛing thither great and ſmall gabions, Paſts, ecli lege to 
Dealebw2ds.ſparres and boates. He alloſendeth thither Berghen. 


Carpenters and Smithes with their net eſtarie tooles: 
And firſt he (ſets vpon the Foztrelle on the fozeland of 
Berghen, which is called the Nozth Sconce, to caſt it 
downe, placing his Oꝛdenance vpon a banke, and ſo bat- 
fereth the ſame Foꝛtreſſe with many ſoꝛe blowes: and 
withall he pza&ifeth by ſubtiitie alſo to further the en- 
terpꝛiſe by ſuboꝛning two Engliſhmen to ſerue bis pur⸗ 
poſe (as he made accompt by playing a falſe caſt) whom 
be knew long fince when be kept them his captines.

Now there were ſome thirtie 02 foꝛtie ot his ſouldiers 
receiued into the gate, amongſt whom was the ſaid Ro- 
bertRedhead, when the Lo2d Willougbby Gouernour 
of the towne and of the Engliſh Garriſon let downe the 
Poꝛt Cullis of wod ouer the gate. But the Captaines 
and Leaders of the enemies ſeeing themſelues pꝛeſſed 
and th2uſt at their backes by foure thouſand of their 
tompanie, whereof fiftene hundzed were Spaniards, 
(and that in a very narrow place) determined with cou⸗ 
rage and manhod to aſſaile the Foꝛtreſſe. Uſing the oc- 
caſton ofthe low water, and the ebbe of the ſea, they paſs 
ſed thzough the Ditch, and comming to the Rampart 
pulled downe the Palliſado,and fought with our men at 
puſh of pike vpon the top of the Rampart.

By = hege,and 
this mcanes was Berghen deliuered from the ſiege ofthe — 
enemies to their great ouerthꝛow and detriment, man ben.

left there behtnde captiued: and the towne of Berghen 
it ſelfe from thence-fo2th became in farre much better 
and ſafer ſtate, vz. both better fo2ttfieo and moze largely 
reedified with new and beautifull buildings. 

Alter the ſiege ſo raiſed from Berghen, Count Mau- 
rice of Naſſaw being inaugurate the Parques of Der c

Wedneſday the 24. of Apꝛill they landed at a littke 
Hermitage Eaſt ſide of the Corunna oz Groy ne, ſuppo⸗ 
fed 12000. ſtrong. From thence to Andyas, where they 
bad a ſmall ſkirmiſh with no loſſe to the Engliſh, 

The 25. of Apꝛill being Thurſdap. our men waſted 
and burned in the countrey what they could with fire 
and ſwozd. 

Saturdap the 27. of Apꝛill they aſſaulted the baſe 
Tone of the Corunna and wonne it, with ſmall loſſe 
to them:and the Enemie retired into the high Towne, 
not aboue ſeuen Enſignes ſtrong as was thought. 

Sundap the 28. of Apzill they ſo battered a great Ga- 
leaʒ ( wherein Ricaldo ſerued the laſt pœre 1588. as Uiz⸗ 
admirall of that A auie ſent into England) that the Spas 
niards now not able to kepe her, diſcharged her Oꝛde⸗ 
nance, fired her, and ranne her on ground, with no hurt 
to vs at all. | 

The ſame dap they went from Andyas fo the baſe 
Tone of the Corunna, where thepfoundmach Bekfe, 
Salt, Peale, Wheate, Ople, Fiſh and Wines as was 
thought to bictuall 40000.men a quarter of a peerc : bee 
ſides Gables, Hempe, Roſen, Ware, Pitch, Tallow, 
and other things foz ſhipping ſtoꝛe: which was leuied 
foʒ anew fo2ce to haue come into England this Sum⸗ 
mer. But in fourtene daies there was hardly one bit of 
head, wine oz other victuals to be had in any quarter of

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the Towne, except by ſome pyiuate officer oz Captaine. 

The ſame dap the Enemie lying not farre off thence, 
pꝛeſented a Bzauado befoze the Towne gates: againſt 
whom when our men ſallied fo2th, without moꝛ e adoe 
any encounter thep fled, and twelne of them were 
Haine. 

Ponday the 29. ol Apꝛill our men ſummoned the high 
Towne, who refuſed all parley. There all the Spa- 
niards that our men could gather (after they had taken 
them) they lle w, to the great amazing of the Enemie be⸗ 
holding the ſame. | 

That night the Spaniards deſtred parlep, and not 
long alter fired certaine houſes nere their vpper to wne 
walles. | 

Wedneſdap the firſf of Pay r589, our Engliſh laid 
their battery vnto la Corunna the great, where thzough 
the weakenes of the Rampler bet werne our great Oꝛ⸗ 
denance and the Enemte( which fell do wne with oft ſha: 
king) they were dziuen from their perces by the enemies 
ulquet ſhot from the towne wall. There was Caine 
Captaine Spencer, and ſome few others, and Captaine 
Goodwin ſhot thzough the face. Theſame dap (in par⸗ 
lep time) a Spaniard ſhot at an Engliſhman, and was 
banged therefoze by the Enemie: In this parley the E⸗ 
nemie deſired to haue faire warres with vs. 

Saturday the fourth of Pap they madeabzeach in tho 
Welt ide of the Corunna, foure of our men making an 
aſſault retired agatne without hurt. The ſame day Cap⸗ 
tatne Young being dangerouſly ſhot died ſone after. 

Simnday the fift of Pay they aſſaulted the beach, 
filled vp by the Enemie, to the hurt of ſome of our armed 
men. ws Captaines ſhot thozow,andCapfaine Brey- 
ton hurt, Captaine Sydenham ſlaine, and one Cuekfoot 

an Enſigne to Sir Francis Drake. 
Pondap the ſixt of May lohn Kempſton arſhall at

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Tueſday the 7. ol Pap we marched fw2th nine Kegi⸗ 
ments vpon the Enemie, which had encamped them⸗ 
ſelues at a towne called Faro, foure Engliſh miles from 
the Corunna, our men charged on them being eight 
thonſand,ard toke their bꝛidge there. Dn either fide the 
bꝛidge our men entred the water, dꝛaue them awap, kil⸗ 
led ſome Colonels, wanne their Zowne, vitnals and 
p2outſions, fired the reſt of their Uillages nere, dꝛaue 
them to retreite, purſued them in chaſe thz& miles oz 
moꝛe, and ſlew of them in all thz& hundzed at leaſt: of 
vs Captaine Cooper was Uaine, and not abone thz& 
moe. There were only hurt of our chtefe Commanders 
Sir Edward Norice, and Captaine Hender, who recoue- 
red both thereof, and Captaine Fulford who died there⸗ 
of, Df thoſe Spanlards at Faro was chiefe Don Tuan Pa- 
che co Marques de Guaſto, and Gouernour of all Gali- 
z ia, who fled on hoꝛſebacke with the fozmoff. 

Wedneſday the 8. ol Wap our Sailers went on ſhoze, 
ranged the countrie, burned and ſpofledabone ſtue miles, 
returning with ſome victuall and pillage, without any 
reſiſtance. : 

The ſame night the Non per illa was fired about flue 
ok the clocke by negligente in the harbour of Corunna, 
and about t welue of the clocke that night the Merchant 
Royall was fired, ſtre men blowne vp with powder, and 
= few hurt befides, without moze harme, pꝛaiſed ve 

od, | 

CThurſday the 9.of Pap we raiſed our ſiege from the 
Corunna, fired ſome of thetr ſhips in the harbour, burnt 
and raſed the baſe towne and ils vp to the high towne, 
and ſo embarked away thence that night. | 
Friday the r0.of Pap we ſetſaile from the Corunna, 
and that day about none met with vs againe ſire ſaile 
of our Fleete, which at our ſettingfozth parted from vs 


about the Coaſt of France. 
Tueſdap the 14. ol Map we doubled Cape finiſter, the 
winde then at the Cat. 5 


Saturday 
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Saturdap the 22. of June we departed from Vigo in 
Galizia to goe towards Peniche. From Peniche the Ar- 
mie came to Lisbon, where they ſtated ſome two oz 
th:& dates erpecting the comming of the Fleete to Li{- 
bon: of which pzeparation and ſtap there Sir Anthony 
Wingfield wziteth thus: It map be demaunded (ſaith 
Sir Anthony Wingfield, wziting vpon this voyage ) 
why a matter of fo great moment ſhould be ſo ſlenderly 
regarded, as that the Generall ſhould march with ſuch 
an Armte againſt \nch an Enemte,bcfo2ehe knew either 
the kulnes of his owne ſtrength, oꝛ certaine meanes how 
he ſhould abide the place when he ſhould come to it. 
Wherein (ſaith he) J pꝛap pou remember the decrees 
made in the Councell at Peniche, and confirmed bypub- 
like pꝛoteſtation the firſt day of our March. That our 
Nante ſhould merte vs in the Riuer of Lisbon, in the 
which was the ſtoze of all our pzontffon, & ſo the meane 

of our tarfance in that place: which came not though 
we continued till we had no munition left to entertaine 
à very ſmall fight. Me are alſo to conſider that the King 
of Portugall (whether carted away with imagination 
bythe — be receſned from the Poztugals, 
oꝛ willing by any pꝛomiſe to bꝛing ſuch an Armie into 
his countrep, thereby to put his foztune once moze in 
triall) aſſured the Generall that vpon his firſt landing 
there would be à reuolt ot his ſubieds: whereof there 
was ſome hope ginen at our firſt entrie to Peniche, by 
the manner of the p&elding of the Towne and Fozt : 
which made the Generall thinke it moſt conuenient 
ſpœdely to march to the pꝛinc ipall place, therebp to giue 
courage to the reſt of the Countrey. The Friers alſo 
and the poze people that came vnto him pꝛomiſed that 
within two daies the Gentlemen and others of the 
countrey would come plentifully in: within which two 
dates came many moe Pꝛieſts t ſome verpfew Gentle- 
men on hozſebacke : but not till we came to Torres Ve- 
dras, where they that noted the courſe of things paſſed, 
R 3 might. 
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might ſomewhat diſcouer the weakenes of that people. 
There they toke two daies moꝛe, and at the end there⸗ 
of referred him till our comming to Lisbon, with aſus 
rance that ſo ſone as our Armie ſhould be ſeene there, 
all the inhabitants would be foz the King and fall vpon 
the Spaniards, „„ 

After two nights tariance at Lisbon, the Ring pzomt- 
ſed a ſupplie of thz& thouſand fote and ſome hoꝛſe: but 
all his appointments being expired even to the laſt of a 
night, all his hoꝛſe could not make aCoznet of 40.no2 
his fate furnith two Enſignes fully, although they ca⸗ 
ried thꝛee oz foure Colours: and theſe were altogether 
fach as thought to enrich themſelues by the ruine of 
their neighbours: foz they committed moze diſoꝛders in 
euerp place where we came by ſpople, then any of our 
owne. 

So while wor ſtaied at Lisbon wer both failed of the 
aide which the King Don Anthony pꝛomiſed vs, and 
wer expected, and allo becauſe our Engliſh Flete came 
not vnto vs thither to Lisbon, wee roſe vp thence and 
went foz Caſcayes: where meting with our Flete wer 

returned altogether inte England, where ſome of 

vs ariued at Plimmouth, others at Portſ- 
mouth, and _ at — w_ be⸗ 
ginning of the moneth of July 
Anno r 589.afozeſatd.

bis Loꝛdſhip ſtaid vntill Sondaythe 2 5. dap. 
Mondap the 26. dict. we embarked and fell downe with 
the ſhipping to Porteſmouth: where his Lozdſhip ſtaid 
thatnight at Captaine Richard Wingfields houſe. 
Tueſoay mozning the 27. dict. we ſet ſaple being ot vs 
in all 23. ſhips and other (mall veflels, and hauing a ſcant 
ſhifting winde at nozth and noꝛth eaſt, we taſt an anchoꝛ 
befoze Saine Helenes poy nt inthe Wight. 
Medneldap mo ming about ten of the clocke (being vn⸗ 18.

Thurſdapthe 6. ok May was ſpent in vnſhipping the 
hozſes, munition and ſouldiers. 

Cbis day alſo the P)ince Dombeez ſent 20. Mayles la⸗ 
den with bꝛead to the Abbey fo2 pꝛauiſion of the ſouldiers. 

CUedneſday the army marched towardes 2 
and lodged in a ſmall village in the way neere the Abbey) 
and this night the Guyngampiers hearing of our appzo⸗ 
ches,let fire on their ſuburbes, which we might plainelte 
diſcerne. 

This night likewile my Loꝛd Generall rode bekoꝛe to 
the Towns to take view, and to ſaue as much as might be 
ok the ſuburbs foz the lodging ok the troupes. 

Thurldap, our froupes being with the French accom⸗ 
panied, were lodged in ſuch houſes and other places of the 
ſuburbs as were let vnburned: the lame day the enimie 


ſallyed out ofthe cowne in purſuyng vs, Captaine Wolfe 
an 


ant Engliſhmans colours were taken, which we retcouered 
againe at the winning of the towne and deliuered to him. 

Frivate, thoſe within the cowne (not beleeuing that we 
bad any Cannon with vs) ſent out diuers ſpies ta diſcouer, 
which we tooke: This dap our Arciilerie(being a Cannon 
and two Culuerings) came to bs. 

Saturday, it pleaſed my Lozd General to put them 
within che Towne out of doubt; foz the Artillerie being 
planted , our firſt ſhot was ſo exceeding well made, 
as that it diſmounted a peece which the enimie played

Sondap, Mondap, and Tueſdap were ſpeut in dꝛaw⸗ 
ing plat.foꝛmes, and in planting the Ozvinances, 

U edneldap the Canons were readie to plap being pla- 
ted iu a Clopſter in the French quarter on the nozth ſive 
ofthe towne. 

Thurld:p mozning we hauing erpected certaine Artil⸗ 
lerie of the Bꝛinces to haue come from Brett, (which came 
not to vs) we began the batterie with our owne 4. peeces: 
continuing the ſame all that dap, and the next vntill thꝛee 
of theclocke in the afternoone to the number of 400. ſhots 
at which time, not witöſtand ing that the bꝛeach was berie 
dnaſſaultable and ſmali(the wall being paſſing ſtrong) pet 
the French humour vꝛged my Loꝛd Generall verie hotlie 
to an aſſault. Which vpon fo ſmall a poſſibilitie of doing 
anie good, bis Loꝛdſhip was hardlie dzawne vnto: onelie 
(in regard of the honour of our nation) he made choſe of 
ccrtaine out of diuers companies, wherof Captaine Iack-

ſon, Captaine Heron, and Captaine Hayes, to haue the 


leading: and atterwards (the dice being caſt) the chaunce 
fell to Captaine Iackſon and Captaine Heron to haue the 
point of the aſſault, and to be ſeconded by Captaine Hayes, 
as occaſion ſhould ſerue: who being accompanied with 
Captaine Cacesdy and manie other Engliſh gentlemen 
(althoughthe 2855 was verp bnaſſaultable as befoze,and

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exceeding troubleſome by reafon ofthe height thereof, and 
the light falling of the maulder of the wall, and the great 
number of the fetherbeds, and ſuch like ( which the Can⸗ 
non had beaten downe) pet a great part of our men per⸗ 
foxce obtained the ver ie top ofthe bꝛeach, where they endu⸗ 
red a hot and long aſſault: Captaine Heron receiuing a 
puſh with a pike vnder his goꝛget was there flaine, and a- 
bout ſome tenne oꝛ twetue of the common ſouldiers, and 


beſlides thirtie hurt with ones, the reſidue not being able 


to maintaine the aſſault any longer (fo2 the cauſes befoze 
remembzed) were d1tuento retire. The Baron Monluc 
(hauing in this ſeruice the conduct of certaine French) 
ſhewed himſelfe verie cauragious, and gayned at that time 
vnco himſelfe great reputation: but the reſidue fo} the 
moſt part) came fo2zwards verie coldlie. Ft was thought 
good that Captaine Hayes and his companie ſhouldnot ac

Sondap next following (being MAhitſondap) beginning 
againe to play( after a thꝛee oz foure tyer) the enimie ſum⸗ 
moned a Barley: which in fine grew to a capitulation in 
this ſoꝛt viz. That the next day the hoꝛſemen in the towne 
ould depart with their hozſes and Parquebufles (lea⸗ 
uing the Coznet behinde the footemen with their lwoꝛds) 
and the Towneſmen fo Fine 40000. crownes to the 
Paine. 

Monday,thep came fo2th accoꝛdinglie, to the number of 
2 00. hoꝛʒſe and 2 60.foote: and the towne poſſeſt Pounſter 
de Cargamart, being appointed Gouernour of the lame. 
There was found in the towne (being pelded vp)foure En- 
ſignes. one Coꝛnet, one Cannon perier , one demp Culuc⸗ 
ring,ſire Sacres,and ofPpnions 2000. weight. 

The cowne was found ta be verie ſtrong, defenſible and 
luffkictenc. 
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lutlicient able to baue keytthe ſameſozafartonger time, May. 
i they within had bin honeſt men: my Lozd Generaldoub = 
ted not but ta baue zawenthem ofthe cowne to far ſtrick⸗ 
ter conditions then is ſaid , had not the Pjince Dombeez 
ſeemed to be verie glad ot this, and that his hap ſoꝛted tolo 
good ſucceſſe, and theretoꝛe would not further ſtand vpon

TMedneſday then next following my Loꝛd Generall dil” 26 
patched letters to certaine the Lazds of her Maieſties 
moſt Honourable pꝛiuie Counſell, to my Lo Norice his 
father and to my Ladie his mother, and other his friends 
in England. | 
N me 27. dictoa Muſter was taken of the Ar- 
mie. 5 | 
Tueclday the firſt of June anno dio, vpon the taking 
of Guyngamp, it was pur poſed that ws ſhould haue gone Iune. 1, 
koꝛ Morlay x, but (bp certaine after Counſels) that intent 
was altered: foꝛ chat it was ſaid that the Duke Mercocur 
was remoued from Pontiny, where he iopued with 4000. 
Spanlatds vnder the tesding of Don John de Laguna, 
ä marching towards Morlayx by the wap of 
oriay, 
Mondap next following the Duke Mercocur, ariued at 
Corlay (a Caſtle pjetendingtohold foz che King) but in 
the-poſſcſſion of Madam de Guyneny , whole bꝛother 
Maunſitr de Bodolphin is the Dukes Lieuecenant : ſo 
the partie being made befow hand, the Caftle was rende 
red without one Hot ok the Cannon. 
Tueſdap we dillodged towards the enimie and lap at 
Chateau Lodune. To this place the Duke ſent a Trum⸗ 
peter to the Bꝛinte with letters; whereunto he anſwered, 
vt patet per copias: here likewiſe the Pzince ſent an other 
Sartell to the Duke, wherewith he ſeemed ſo moued that 
he vowed to offer battell to the Bꝛince.

Fridap the enimie dꝛew his Armie to the foote of the 
hill, and placed his Artillerie vpon the ſight ofthe heath in 
a place of ſuch aduantage, as it commaunded in the nature 
of a Caualier the whole heath: where he boꝛdered all the 
hedge with ſhot, Now mp Lozd Generall ſent out 200. 
footmen to lee the countenance ofthe enimie , who dzoue 
them to their frengths,put them to their hedges and Ba- 
ricadoes, and ſlew diuers of them vpon the retreit: to theſe 
the Duke put fozth 500. French and 300. Spaniards to 


repolſleſſe the place, whom be followed with the Armit. 


Wbich being perceiued by che Pzince remoning in the 
heath with Mounſier de la Hunnaday commannding the 
auantgard, and having his regiment of hozſe in battell: 
(mpL. Generall, with Pounſier de Pogny,de Pruneanx, 
Momartin, Baſtinay) oꝛder was giuen to put fozward 
zoo. foot commaunded by Captaine Anthony Wingfield, 
Captaine Moreton, & the Engliſh hozle led by Captaine 
Anthony Sherley: this direction was valiantlie pꝛoſecu⸗ 
ted by ours, but ſpeciallie by the Engliſh:ſo as the enimies 
hozſe and foot which were in the plapne were enfozced to 
flee, manic ſlaine, and the reſt dzcuen to ſaue themſelues 
within their Artillery: being taken in this charge Moun⸗ 
ſier de Guvbreun Coſonell of the foot of the Armie, any 
flaine Don Rodrigo chiefe $Parthall of the Spantarts, 
one Spaniſh Captaine, alſo the number of 200. French, 
and 60, Spaniards. 

This 
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This reſolute charge ſa amated the enimie, as that ln 
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they ſuffered within 200. paces of their Cannon to dif- 


arme the dead. and torecire at their eaſe. 


In this charge Captaine Anthonie Sherley gaue ſuch 
an example to the French hozſe as was admired, and the 
Companies onfoote perfoꝛmed their parts with no leſſe 
valour: namelie the Sergeant Maioꝛ and L ieuetenant 
Long, who receiued in dis bodie ſiue Harquebuz ſhot: the 


reſt ofthc day was ſpent in ſkirmiſhes, 


Saturday the enimie made a great ſhew to come fozth, 1: 
and ſent out ſome number of ſhot: againſt whom Cap- 
taine Anthonie Sherley with fifteene hozle, and ſome few 
foote made them quicklie take tbeir heeles, purſuing them 
to their Baricadoes, where his hoꝛſe was ſhot in the head, 


and ſome ſinall hurt done. 
Sondap, little was perfozmed that day. 


Pondap being S. Iohns dap (as they white after the 
* Roman Kalender) with them it was thought ſome⸗ 
what would haue bin done in the honour of the day, but in 
deed nothing at all: foz the Duke vled it rather as a co⸗ 
lour whereby to runne awap, hauing that nighe with- 
dꝛawen his Cannon, and retired himſelfe to Queremen, 

Wedneſday the 15. of June, Pounſier de la Not with 
the troupe ofthe Counte ny conſiſting: of 100, 
Curaces, and the Counte de Comburg caine vnto Chas» 
teau Laudra: whoſe ariuall pꝛomiſed ſome good ſucceſle 


to the kings affaires. 


Thurldap being Pidſomer day the Natiuitie of S. 24. 


Iohn Baptiſt, we diflodged to Quintine. 


This nighe the enimie being lodged at Corlay within 
3 {mal leagues of vs, an enterpꝛiſe was made vpon ſome of 
their light hozſe that lap wide of their Campe: which fo 
that it was not attempted by footmen (as my Loꝛd Gene⸗ 
rall earneſtlie perſwaded them vnto) it cooke no great ef- 
fect: ſauing that there were killed ſome 16. of a Corps du 
Guarde, and their hozſe taken. The reftmight eaſilphaue 


bin had as good cheape , if * would haue ligh-

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Tune. ted and fozced their Baricadoes: the French thought they 
had done wonderdus well; and ſo chat ſeruice ended. 

Pounſter Tremblay (who had the :commannd of the 
French Light hozſe) was now fleightlie ot in the thigh:

Friday the 25. day the Enemie aftempted a reuenge, 
and came foꝛth with ſome hoꝛſe and fete, and gaue vs an 
alarme: which was perfoꝛmed ſo fauourablp, as thep 
neither hurt man noz beaft. 

Tueſday being S. Peters dap, my Loꝛd Generall dil- 
patcheth certaine letters by Peter Browne to certaine 
the Lozds of her Pateſttes moſt Honourable pinie 
| Councell,tomy Lozd Norice his father, and to other his 
| | friends in England. | 

| lulie. 2. Friday the ſecond of July Anno 1591. the aͤrmie dif- 
f 
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lodged to Plceusoz Pleſſue. 
| Tueſday the ſixt day we marched towards Lamball, 
| and lap in a mall Uſage in the way. 
Modneſday aboat ten af the clocke in the moꝛning 
the towne of Laniball/was entred af the Weft Sonth- 
welt, and by Capkume Symmes and Taptaine Richard 
Wingſields &nſigne, who led two hmidzedſhot : The 
Sotithide of the towne was entred by Captaine Hall 
and Cuptaine Gueſt with other two hundꝛed ſhot. Both 
theſe were ſecondedbyCaptaine Dolphin with one hun⸗ 
dꝛed Pikes, whom Captaine Mayne was appointed to 
haue followed, if occaſton had ſo ſerued.

Mhurſdap there were two of sur Cannons mounted 
on 
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on the Sonthwell ſide of the Cafle ; and that dap, the 


Enemie made ſome p;offer of a ſallſs vpon Captaine 
Halles quarter. 


Fridap, a Spurre which couered the Gate of the july. 9. 


Caſtle was made aſſaultable: by two of the clock in the 
alternane two Frenchreen were (ent ta diſconer the 
bꝛeach; and it was appointed that other French ſhould 
haue entred tho ſame, who ſhauld haue ben ſeconded by 
the Lieutenants one Gueſt and Braconbury. But the 
firſt of the French perloꝛming but badly, and the ſecond 
flatly denying, Monſieur de Mo Martin mas enfo2ced to 
aduance himſelfe ſomewhat ſurther then his place re⸗ 
quired: whereby he recelued a Harquebuze ſhot in the 
thigh. Being iudged by my Loꝛd Generall and Monſieur 
de la No, that the Spurre (when it ſhould haue beene 
taken) was not aſſaultable, it wag thought god that 
certaine ſhot ſhould be ſent ont in the ſmoke of the Can⸗ 
non, to lodge themlelues directly under a Bulwarke 
vpon the right hand of the gate, whereby the bzeach 
might in ſome (ozt be flanked: Whiles Monſieur de la 
Noe ſtod hebinde a Baricada, ta beholde bow thoſe that 
were lent perfo2med this ſeruice, he was ſhot in the head 
with a Puſquet, whereof he died ſone after. 

At the time of this ſeruice one Monſieur de Boa Cap⸗ 
taine of a Compante of Light hozſe, was ſlaine with a 
ſmall ſhot.

rizings in the end colt them the Caſtle, foz immediatiy 
the very next day after the Generals landing with great 
expedition, to wit, the ſecond of September he put him⸗ 
ſelle dpon the wap to Morlayx, and vpon the fift of the 
—— moneth ariued there, being fourtene leagues di⸗ 
ant. 
is comming was generally ioped at by all the 3Bzfo * 
tons, but eſpecially by the inhabitants of Morlayx, whoſe 
god 02 ill eſtate depended on his comming: fo2 both the 
Caſtle (a crueil neighbour) held againſt them, and the 
Duke Mercoeur was at hand to reſcue the defendants, 
who in aſſurance of reliełe from him acquitted —. 
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eines manfully. namelp the Gouernour himlelfe Pay- 
fienrRochempoul, the Count Magnion, and Ponſteur 
Roſtin, with diners other gallants. But the Generali ſo 
amated the Enemie, that the Duke Mercoeur not anelp 
fkapedfrom marching nerer vnto vs, but the tenth of 
the ſame retired with all his loꝛtes both French x Spa⸗ 


niſh, alluring himſelfe that he could erpect of Sir lohn 


Norice nothing but blowes. They of the Caſtle ac- 
quainted therewſth, within two dates after the Dukes 
retreit pelded vp the Caſtle. So that onlp his pzelence 
withont the hazard of any of her Maie ſties ſubiects, both 
enfo2ced the Duke to retire, and the Caſtle to peeld. 

This Caſtle thus rend2ed, we ſtated there ten daies, 
in reſpec that the Parſhall wantedmoneyfoz the ſatiſ- 
fying of his people :-whereof at the laſt he was faurni⸗ 
ſhed bp thoſe of the towne of Morlay x. Then Pounſeur 
de Lyſcor, a wonderfull bꝛaue man, and the Baron of 
Molac were ſent befoze with ſome Parquebuzlicrs, to 
the end they might blocke vp the Fozt af Croyzon by 
Breft, and pꝛeſerue the quarters about, who were fur- 
ther aſſiſfed with koure bundzed men out of our ſhips by 
Sir Martin Fourbyſher who commaunded the Engltth - 
ſhippings. And pzeſently the armie diflodged to a place 
called Iucz, thence to a Uillage called La Fou, next to

Thꝛer daies were ſpent in vnſhipping e bzinging bp 
the Artillerie, which were fourteene perces ( whereol the 
Mar ſhall furniſhed but two Culuerings) and in making 
of appꝛoches, which was greatly hindzed by the want of 
Gabions, Pioners, and other pꝛouiſtons fo2 the making 
of platfoꝛmes, which we hoped by pꝛomiſe to haue had 
in a readines lent vs from the Gouer nour of Breſt: but 
our General could pzocure almoſt nothing rom thence 
but with many difficulties by reaſon of the weather. 

The fift of this moneth we had newes that the Par: 
hall and Sir Henry Norice had Quimper peelded vnto 
them, 

The ſixt ot this moneth the Enemie made a ſallie out 
vpon our trenches, but were very bꝛauelpy beaten home 
againe with the loſſe of ſeuen oꝛ eight ot their men: but 
pet this their loſſe was very vnfoztunately anſwered by 
the death of Captaine Anthonie Wingfield our Ser⸗ 
geant Pato2 generall, being ſhot witha Cannon out of 
the Fo2t, as be ſtod by the Gabfons with his Rapter 
dꝛawne, the which with the ſhot was beaten thzough 
his bowels. This man with great reputation had long 
time-ſerned her Maieſtie both in the Low Countries, 
Portugall, and Fraunce : and at his laſt going into Bri- 
taine, ſo diſpoſed of his eſtate as if he were neuer to re⸗ 
turne; and the ſame day, o2 the dap befoze bis death, 
toke ſuch oꝛder fo2 his debts, as if he had a pꝛeſage of his 
end. 

The nert day the ParſhallD'Aumond andSir Hen- 
rie Norice with our Engliſh Regiments, came to vs 
from Quimper, and were quartered at Croyzon x there⸗ 
abouts, Aſter whole comming koure dates were ſpent in 
mounting of the Artillerie, planting of our D2denance, 
aud making of platfozmes foz them to play. 1 
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On the 1 2.day the Enemie made a ſallie vpon the 
French trenches : who hauing not the leiſure to arme 
themſelues, loſt betwerne thirtie and foꝛtie men, and as 
many hurt: and from thence they aduanced themſelnes 
towards our trenches, where wee loft in their defence 
ten oz twelne men: but we did put them againe in poſ- 
ſeſſion of their trenches. 

Haning now all things readie fo2 the batterie, J will 
as well as I can deſcribe vnto pou the Fo2t, 

Dou ſhall vnderſtand that moꝛe then two parts of 
the Foꝛt was defended by the water, the reſt was made 
ſo erceding ſfrong, as either by arte oz charge could be 
done. 3 
On the South front thereofon each cozner were two 
erceeding ſtrong Baſtions; that on the Weſt ſide was 
ſcuentene paces in the front, that on the Eaſt ſide tenne 
paces: the Curtaine betwene both was; 7. fte thicke 
at the top; and within theſe they had made a very large 
intrenchment, and the Baſtions were erceding well 
flanked fromthe Nocke by the water ſide, planting both 
on the flankers and baſtion ſome great Dzdenance. We 
lap entrenched : within thz&e oz foure paces of their 
Counterſcarp: the Frenchmen on the Eaſt ſide,and wee 
on the Meſt ſide, the batterie lay in the midſt betweene 
the trenches. Theſe things thus pꝛouidently oꝛdered by 
the Parſhall and our Generall; on the 23. our Artille⸗ 
rie began to plap, and continued ſome ſeuen hundzed 
Cannonodos, but did ſo little harme by reaſon of the 
fkrength of the place, as ſcarſe any ſhew of a bzeach ap⸗ 
peared, onely wee did beate awap their parrapete and 
fame of their flankers : whereapon ſome hundꝛed men 
commaunded by Captaine Lyſter, were ſent to view and 
fee if they could hold the Counterſcarp. Then many of 
our bꝛaue men and gallants thirſting aſter honour, deſi⸗ 
rous to doe ſomewhat further, hauing poſſeſſed them⸗ 
felnes of the Enemies Counterſcarp, which onely they 
were commaunded to attempt, vndertoke the _— 
$1: U 
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which they perfoꝛmed ſo well, as that notwithſtanding the 
vnſatiablencs ofthe place, and the great reſiſtance the cni⸗ 
mie made. Vet the moſt parc of them attained fo the verte 
top thereof, which they held fo2 a while, but were aftcr- 
wards repulſed. This enterpzile was with wonderfull 
great reſolution and valour ſecended by S. Thomas Baſ- 
keruil, who like wile got lo farre as the point of the bꝛeach.

You are to vnderſtand that this attempt was onelie 
made by the Engliſhmen on the baſtion of the welt lide, foꝛ 
the Frenchmen neuer attempted any thing againſt their 
Baſltion,aleaging that it was not Aſſaultable, 

The Marſhall and our Generall ſeeing the little effect 24 
that our Artillerie wzought , deuiled to make a mine on 
one of the bulwarks, namelie on the Eaſt baſtion towards 
the French trenches i in perfecting thereof ſome 17. oz 18. 
dapes were ſpent. 

But on the zo. being an exceeding wet mozning where: 
by our powder and match were not fit foꝛ ſeruice, the ent- 
mie againe found thereby oppertunitie to fall out vpon the 
French trenches, and killed ſo betweene twenty and thirty 
of them at the leaſt, among whom was Pounſter Lyſcot, 
a verie bzaue gentleman one of the Parſhals of che 
Campe, who was abandoned by the French and their - 
trenches wholie poſſeſſed bythe tnimie, but our English 
men did pꝛeſentlie repoſſeſſe them of their trenches, and 
killed ſome of the Spaniards. Dur nation loft an excces 
ding great friend ofthis Pounſier Ly ſcot, he exceedingly 
loued our Generali, as if he had bin his owne kather, and 
generallie fauoured all Engliſhmen, and gaue vs the re⸗ 
putation to be verie bꝛaue ſouldiers. 

By the ſeauenth of Nouember our mine was reaſona⸗ Noucnber >. 
ble well perfected, and a determination held againe ts be: 
gin the batterie, with a reſolution that ſo loone as the 
myne ſhould be blowne vp which was made towards the 
bulwarke by the French trenches , that the Frenchmen 
ould aſſaile that part, and the Engliſhmen the ir Baſtion, 
and that others with ſcaling ladders ſhould make at⸗ 


1 in euerie cozncr, ſo that the delendants ſhould be 
U 2 on 
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on euetp part aſſailed. But the Marſball being that dale 
ſicke, ſent in the mozning koꝛ our General, and ſhewed hun 
his letters from the Gouernour of Rennes, and from di⸗ 
uers others, by which he was aduertiſed that Iohn Don 
Ioan de la Auquilar Generall of the Spauiards, was 
marching towards Croyzon with all his Spaniſh foꝛces 
to reſcue the foꝛt, was alreadie aduaunced fo La-cornan 
a billage within ſtue leagues of vs, and therefoze aduiſed 
our General to diſlodge to Croyzon, thinking it not fit to 
hazard any men, hauing ſo ſtrong an enimie at hand ready 
to ioyne batteil with them. But Sir lohn Norice hauing 
bis courage nothing daunted with the appꝛoch of the ene⸗ 
mies, bis heart ſeruing him both to win the foꝛt by aſſault, 
and to encounter his encmie in the ſteld: ſhewing what a 
diſhonour and diſreputation it were to abandonthe ſiege, 
- and allo what little caule the enemie (ould haue to ad⸗ 
uance himlelfc farther ik the fozt were gotten , his com⸗ 
ming being onelie to reſue it. De ſo much impoꝛtuned the 
Marſhall, that he gaue him wholie the ozder ing of that 
dapes ſeruice. Immediatlie our Generali gaue oꝛder to 
the Cannoniers fo2 the batterie, and cauſed the Artillerie 
to plap. Euerie man was aſſigned his charge, ſome tothe 
aſlault, other with ſcalados to attempt to enter, and by x 2. 
of the clocke he cauſed fire to be let to the mine: which albc- 
it dio not ſo much as was looked fot , pet it made the ac- 
ceſſe lo eaſie vnto the French, as that a man might haue 
ridden vpon bozſe backe: and our men, namely Captaine 
Latham, Captaine Smith, and Captatne Iohn Norice, 
with diuers other gallant gentlemen gaue vp on the other 
bulwarke,and continued the affault without loling one 
pace of the height vntill halfe an houre paſt foure, and in 
the end fir entered the ſame , and (eaſed vp on thꝛee En- 
ſignes that were there, and put euerie man thep kound in 
the fozt ( ſauing one alfereʒ) to the ſwoꝛd:ſome ofthe Spa- 
niards leapt krom the rocke to the water, but our Marri⸗ 
ners with their ſmal boats met wich them and ſlew them: 
ome thꝛee oz foure others being taken eſcaped with their 
liues 
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liues. no man was found, Au ſang Froyd. 

Sir Thomas Baskeruil ſerued this day with great ba: 
lour and induſtrie, to the admiration of all men. Our ſeas 
men and Parriners this day acquited themſelues won⸗ 
derfull bzauelie, and were exceeding fozward in all at⸗ 
tempts, as may well appeare by that valiant Knight Sir 
| Martin Fourbiſher, who in the aſſault receiuing a hurt, is 
thercof uow dead. 

The chiefeſt of the French men, namelie luch gentlc- 
men as ſeruing on hoꝛſeback, putting themſelues that dap 
on foote, did txcetding gallantlie, namelie, Mounſier Rou- 
mege, Vn Maiſtre du Camp, a man of great courage, and 
who moſt intirelie loued our Generall, was ſlaine vpon 
the rampart, and his Enſigne by him : who if they had bin 
well ſeconded, vndoubtedly they had caried it firſt, and had 
got the reputation of the firſt entrie. As foꝛ the reſt J hold 
them nothing wozthie of commendations in this action.

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The bictoꝛie being thus gotten by the great bertue any 
admitable induſtrie of our Generall, the kozt being ap⸗ 
pointed to be raiſed, we diſlodged che next day to Croyzon 
to ioyne with the reſt of our troupes, to attend there what 
the enimie durſt doe, who within two dapes afcer , found 
reaſon to retire themſelues ſtue leagues further from vs, 

Thus haue I finiſhed Jaſſure pou trutlie, although 
not largelie: all that was moſt remarcable in this dayes 
leruice. 

It map be J giue not namelie to euer ie man the ho⸗ 
nour he deſerued, but therein J excuſe my ſelfe with my 
ſboꝛtnes in wꝛiting, e allo my ſelfe being herein an Actoz, 
my eye was not at leaſure to note euerie mans deſert. 
There was found in the fozt 29. barrels of powder, ſome 
match, and verie few ſmall ſhot: and of meate, bilket, wine 
and beefe reaſonable good ſtoze. J muſt a little commend 
the defendants, fo2 an enimie deſerueth his iuſt pꝛaiſe, eC- 
peciallie the chieke Commaunder. Me neuer in all theſe at⸗ 
tempts ſhewed himſelfe daunted, he made ſund2te lallies, 
but molt vpon the French, to his great aduantage and rc- 
putation. Me loft befoze this laſt dayes ſeruice 60.men, 
ſome at his ſallies, ſome wilh our Cannon, and ſome at 
our firſt attempt vpon the bꝛeach, alſo this very laſt day 
our Cannon plaping inceſſantlie vponthe maine courtaine, 
betweene the two baſtions ſlew fiftte of his men. This laſt 
aſſault continued almoſt ftue houres without intermilli⸗ 
on, they neuer quailed vntill he was flaine, which was a 
ſmall time befozeche entrie, and then the greater part be⸗ 
ing llaine, the reſt ouer tired and hurt. were foꝛced by our 
Gallants to retire, and ſo there were ſlaine of Spaniards 
in this koꝛt almoſt 400. J note another ſigne of his great 
reſolution, faʒ if he found anie willing onelp to ſpeake of 
peelding, he would cauſe him to be bound to a ſtake o poſt, 
and expoſed him to the bꝛeach, leauing bis armes at liber⸗ 
tie to ſight foꝛ his defence, J hope no man will diſlike if J 
commend the valour of the enimie which was conquered, 
koz the greater is the honour of them that were the Con⸗ 
querours. 
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quereurs. This their vaine reſolution might well haue 
ſerued their turnes, if they had not dealt with our Gene⸗ 
rall who was as reſolute as they, and therein ouermacht 
them. Foꝛ the next day, Don Ioan de FAquilar ſending a 
trumpet fo2 the redeeming of pꝛiſoners, our Generall 
ſcat him anſwere that their ranſomes were paped, and that 
hee was now as readie and at leaſure to fight with him. 
This victoꝛp achiued, he lent the thzce Spaniſh Enſignes 
into England, and pꝛeſented them to her Maieſtie, who 
as a moſt ſacred and gratious Pꝛince, moſt highlie eſtee⸗ 
med, and louinglie accepted them. God okhis infinite 
mercy ſend her daylie ſo to triumph ouer her eni⸗ 
mies, and that it will pleaſe him to pꝛotect 
our Generall foꝛ her greater 
ſeruices.

bꝛother Sir Henrie Norice Anight; there to haue his 
Commiſſion dꝛawne, as Generall of her Paieſties foz- 

ces in that kingdome. . 
After his landing at Waterford( which was about the 
Mays. fiſt oꝛ ſixt of May Anno dict.) he diſpatched letters to 
Sir William Ruſſel Knight, Loꝛd Deputie of Ireland, 
ſignifying his landing at Waterford afozeſatd,and with⸗ 
all crauing leaue foꝛ the eaſe of his bodte, that he might 
ſtap in his gouernment of Munfter foꝛ ſome ſhozt time: 
He laadeih at which as it ſæmed was granted him, in regard that he 
Waterford. ſtaied there about th2z&e wekes, and then remoned 
thence to Dublin, to the ſaid Loꝛd Deputte there reſi⸗

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Anumedſatly after the ſame ſfay there, his Commiſſion ſulic.

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thereupon there were Scoutes ſent sut, e wozd bzonght 
bythem that they had deſcried the ſaid Arc hzebels armp. 
Mhereupon oꝛder was gien, that there ſhould be cer- 
taine hoꝛſe and fote made readie, to attend the Loꝛd De- 
putie and Sir lohn Norice, who went fozwards with 
thoſe men, vntill thep came within ſight of the Archze- 
bels whole armte, being then reputed foure thouſand 
fkrong of hoꝛſe and fote. But whether the Lozd Depus 
tie were ill guided, oz whether the enemie in feare to 
ſane himſelle made moze haſte then the Engliſh could 
follow, Jknow not, but fo2 that time thep eſcaped. But 
it ſeemed that feare ſerued to ſome god purpole : foz af- 
terwards in our pagage thzough the place we were not 
at all intercepted, although the Enemie might haue 
done it with great aduantage. 

Now, alter leauing ſome companies at the Newry 
and Calingford , the Engliſh returned to Dunddlke, 
where (after the eſtabliſhing of that Garriſon, and o⸗ 
thers in the Englilh pale) the Lozd Deputie, with Sir 
Iohn Norice and the reſt of the Councell, went to Du- 
blin. Shoztlp after their being there, it was concluded 
bpon, that Sir lohn Norice then Generall ſhould dzaw 
an armie into the field. The place foꝛ the companies to 
ioyne was appointed, and other pꝛeparations foꝛ the ar⸗ 
mie, as cariages, Pioners, vicduals, c. ſparingly pꝛoui⸗ 
ded, Not fully ſo well pzonided, as when the Lozd De- 
putte went himſelfe, and therefoze not ſo much expected 
tobe perfo2med by him, as by the Deputte) although the 
numbers of men were left vnto bimſelfe fo2 to name: it 
was gluen out that the Generall ſhould goe to vicuall 
Armah, whatſoener was beſides pꝛetended: and indeede 
that charge was faithfully perfozmed by him, and as 
much fo2 the Qucenes honour, as any thing that hath 
been done ſince the Archzebell Tyrone firſt entred into 
bis rebellion. 

Foz after that by a tedious tranell with the whole 
army to and fro about fonre oz fine times from the New- 
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ty to Armah( wbich the Generall was faine to doe in re⸗ 
gard he was but ſparingly furniſhed ol Cariages, be⸗ 
ſides his armſe which were but thirtene hundzed 
fkrong thereby much weakened) at this time did the (atd 
Tyrone take all the aduantage he could. And at the Ge- 
nerals laſt returne from Armah, the Enemie ſent three 
hundꝛed ok his beſt ſhot to lodge in a place, where our 
Engliſh armte ſhould paſſe thozough, to mete the Ge⸗ 
nerall and infercept him in his paſſage. But it fell out 
that our men in their march had pofſeTed themſelues of 
that pace bcefoze the Enemie: which the Generall per- 
ceiuing, and withall knowing himſelfe followed in the 
arriere of our armie both with hoꝛzſe and fote of the ene⸗ 
mies, made a halt in the place where he perceiued them 
to follow, and ſo ffated vntill two hundzed of the archze⸗ 
bels hozſe came vp to charge him. But they(finding him 
as readie to ioyne as they) retired backe to the archze⸗ 
bell, who was readie with other hoꝛſe to haue ſeconded. 
them tt they had attempted anp thing to any purpoſe, 
Hereupon Tyrone ſent down of his fote 200. Scots 
and $00, ſhot to haue galled the Generals troupe of 
hoꝛſe: but he (olthough vnarmed) made god that place 
where he firſt made a ſtand (which was with the loſe 
of ſome of his beſt hoꝛſe) vntill he had ſent foz the oz 
koure wings of ſhot from the Coleurs ; himſelfe in this 
ſtand ( which was in effec againſt Tyrones whole army) 
was ſhot in the arme, and in the bellie, his hoꝛſe vnder 
him ſhot in th2& oz foure places. His bꝛother Sir Tho- 
mas Norice ſhot thozow the thigh: Sir Richard Wing- 
field Commander of the Generals hoꝛſe had his arme 
bꝛoken with a ſhot (no other man hurt of any name) only 
of hoꝛſe and fote about efghtene ſlaine, beſides ſome 
twentie oꝛ thirtie hurt. This ſtand ſo henourably made 
by him was to god purpoſe, otherwiſe it could not be 
but that our whole armie had been duerthꝛo wne: but 
how Tyrone (vpon the ſlaughter of two hundꝛed of his 


Scots, beſides ſonie of his beſt ſhot) was followed, he 
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lmeth fo make repoꝛt of il. if he liſt: but J am ſure (ſo 
botly) that in foure dates he could not heare of twentie 
of his men together in a companie, thep had ſo diſperſed 
themſelues in the purſuite. 

After this ſeruice done by the Generall, within ſhoꝛt 
time he came to Dublin: where after a moneth oꝛ ſixe 
werkes ſtay there he went downe to his gouernment of . 
Munſter. Tyrone oftentimes after this conflid, did ſend 
a fained ſhew of ſubmiſſion vnto the Lo2d Deputie, 
(namely whiles that the Generall was in Munſter) and 
thereupon he was hearkened vnto, and Commiſſioncrs 
were lent from the Lozd Deputie to talke with him vp⸗ 
on ſome Articles: beides, Sir Henry Warren Knight 
was emploped in that ſeruice, and had free acceſſeto Ty- 
rone. The cauſe why Sir lohn Norice the Gencrall re- 
tired himſelle from thoſe publike affaires, after his good 
ſcruice done, is knowne tomany,and enery pꝛiuate man 
could ſpeake of the croſſings bet wene the Deputie and 
bim,whoſocner was faultie: But the tate (whiles thep 
gouerned) fwd in better termes, then it hath done ſince, 
howſocuer it hath bin thought that the treating of peace 
did pꝛeiudice any god pzocedings, 

At this time Munſter was quiet and moſt part of Lein- 
ſter (except Feaugh Mack-Hughes countrie)kept in good 
termes: In Conacht,the miſerie that they had indured be⸗ 
foze, taught them to delire quietnes, onelie they would 
ſpeake rep2ochfullte and bitcerlie againſt Sir Richard 
Bingham their Gouernour, The townes vpon the box: 
ders ofthe J2o2th, and thole of the Engliſh pale were dc- 
fended by gariſon, ſo that there was ne great harme dene 
to the Engliſh pale, but by the incurſions of ſome of the 
Orrelyes, who were continuallie pꝛaped and ſeaſed vpon 
by our gariſons: all Viſter both at that time, and now con: 
tinueth fill rebellious, and this was the ſkate of che coun⸗ 
trie at that time, when Dir Iohn Norice withdzew him⸗ 
ſelfe into Munſter. N 

After his being at Munſter, the ſaid Generall Norice 

came

tame to Dublin, where ſtapingſome two months, there 1596. 
tame oꝛder out of England, that he and Sir Ieffrey Fen- Aprill. 
ton (ſhould be ioyned in Commiſſion to treat wich Tyron 
vpon ſome Articles of peace. There was (as J haue foꝛ- 
merlie ſaid) Commiſſioners appointed by the deputie co 
treat concerning the (ame bulineſſe; but after the oꝛder 
came out of . that Commiſſion ceaſed, and the Meſſengers 
ſaid Str lohn Norice, and Sir leffrey Fenton wert au- appointed be- 
choziled in their places. Thoſe that were appointed as 3 
mellengers betweene the Commillioners ꝙ Tyrone were er; and Te. 
Sir Warram Sellenger, and Captaine William Warren, rone. a 
both ol them lufficient men, and of Tyrones old acquain⸗ 
tance, and thoſe who faithfullie pꝛoceeded accoꝛding co 
their inſtructions. Th2le men bꝛought to that paſſe bp the 
direction of the Commiſſtoners , that he was to haue his 
pardon: and ne queſtion had he meant to be lopall, choſe 
fleight voubts that he made of his ſafetie would neuer 
baue made him vnmindfull ok ſo high and merciful a grace 
and fauour,after his molt vile and trecherous offence. 

It map be doubted becauſe there was ſome pjtuate 
croſſings betweene menofhigh place, that their croſſings 
would haue bindered his hope of deſeruing well herealter: 
It was repoꝛted that he ſhould ſay ſo much, ſurelie (which 
if be did) it was but to excule his intended trecherie, as he 
bath often done ſince, Now during the Commiſſtoners 
ſtay on the boꝛders, Tyrone ſent his owne ſubmiſſion in 
by the afoꝛeſaid two Agents: and beſides ſent into Dun- 
dalk(fo2 to make the better ſhow of bis fained ſubmiſſion) 
ſome of the chiefeſt men of VIſter. As namely, Mack 
Gwyer,Mack Mahun, the Orrelyes and others to deliuer 
their ſubmiſſions to the Commiſſioners: ſo after the re⸗ 
ceiuing of them in, the Commiſſioners repaired to Du- 
blin tothe State, and ſo ſhoꝛtlie afcerward from thence, 
they went towards Conacht, accoꝛding to their Commiſ⸗ 
ſion. Mhere they were to meet wich Odonele, and others 
ok his countrie, there to receiue them into ſubmiſſion, as 


they had thoſe of VIIter. 
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Sir Iohn Norice being chiefe Commiſſioner with Sir 
Ieffrey Fenton, helv notwithſtanding his place as Gene- 
rall ok che A rmie, and did carrie the ſame into Conache, 
molt part of which Armie, continued in the P2ouince all 
the time of his being there: At; his comming thither hee 
fduud all the countrie in rebellion, and in great miſer ie, pet 
moſt part of the beſt men in the countrie were readie to re⸗ 
ceiue her Maieſlies gratious pardon, molt of them did 
come in verie ſubmiſſiuelie, and made offer to doe her Pa- 
ieſtie good ſeruice. 

Sir Richard Bingham was growne ſomewhat grie⸗ 
uous among thole of Conacht, and they would bitterlie 
complaine agamfl him, alleagingthat he was the caule of 
their reuolt:but that is their cuſtome, and he muſt be a man 
of verie rare gouernment, that ſhall euerie wap ſatiſfie,:o2 
giue content to their rebellious affections. U pon the 
countries complaint, Sir Richard Bingham was ſeque* 
ſtred from the gouernment of chat Pꝛouince, Ethey were 
bearkened vnto in whatſoever they could alleadge againſt 
bim: ſo gratious and iuſt is her Patellie in euerte wap, 
righting a nation, which notwithſtanding pꝛoue moſt vil- 
lopall and rebellious. 

Now during Sir Richard Binghams ſequeſtration, 
Sir Iohn Norice had abſolutelie the commaund of his 
ſaw Pꝛouince, and did (during his time) verie good ſer» 
uice: namelie, in bzinging into her Paieſttes obedience 
manie of the beſt gentlemen ok the countr ie, and continual⸗ 
lie pꝛaping, ſpopling, and killing of the reſt, who (being 
deſperatelie obſtinate) held themſelneg Lili in rebellion. 
This his good ſervice ſo perfoꝛmed againſt thole perſons, 
was ſometimes by the gariſons and ſometimes by the Ar- 
mie, as they marched thzough che countrie; inſomuch, 
that at the Generals departure foꝛth of the countrie, hce 
left it in good termes. 

So about December, hee was called from thence to 
Dublin, where (after ſome Nay there) the State bauing 


Ahe the gariſon of Armah was like te be A” 
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(ik they were not pyeſenlie releensd) the Generall was ap: 
polnted to aw an Armie into the field, ſoꝝ the victua ling 
of that place: but it ſhould appeare he was authoziled to 
treate with Tyrone, about the bictualling of it. Foꝝ the 
Armie being dzawne together by Dundalk, and rradit to 


march, there was ſuch ozder taken, that he the ſaid Tyrone 1 nuatic. 


ſhoulo ſuffer it to be victualled by two oz thzee Compa⸗ 
nies from the Newry: which was perfozmed, and ſo the 
Armie diſpoled into the gariſons againe. 
It ſhouldleeme , that beſides the victualling of that 
place, it was appointed that the (aid Tyrone ſhould ſpeake 
pet ſonallie with the Commiſſioners: foꝑ that after it was 
agreed, that he ſhould ſuffer it to be victualled, he appoin- 
ted a day to ſpeake with ꝛhe Commiſſioners, Sir George 
Bowler being then iopned with che others in Commiſſion. 
CUbat their conference was when thep met, J know not 
altogether: but the manner ofcheir meeting was this. 
Tyrone hating his Armie neere vnto the place ap- 
pointed fo2 the Parley , cauſed foure oz flue hundzed of 
his ſhot, together wich his beſt hozle, to lie within a mile 
of the lame his Armie, who were then encamped on the 
ſide of a hill nereDundalk; there was ſixe gentlemen of 
the Generals troupe of hozle appointed to ſtand onthe 
one ſide of the foꝛde of alittle riuer there, where the par 
lie was, end ſire others of Tyrones to ſtand onthe further 
ſide with him in ſight of the Commiſſioners: he ſeeing 
the Commiſſioners come downefrom our Armie , began 
to comefozward himſelfe, not ſuffering any other to came 
with him, ſo ſaluting Sir Iohn Norice, told him he was 
glad to ſee bim, being ok his old acquaintance, Dir Iolin 
Norice likewiſe told him, that he would be glad to ſee him 
become a faithfullfubiect; withal remembꝛing him ok the 
great fauours that her Maieſtie had ſhewed him hereto⸗ 
foze, andthat( vet) her Highnes was mercikullie enclined- 
to haue him receiued into grace, if there were anie hope 
be would foꝛſake his trecherous courſe, aud become a łaith⸗ 
fall obedient ſu biect. 9

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He anſwered with great pꝛoteſtationa, that he was 
ſozie koʒ his offence, aud that there was no Pꝛince iu the 
wozld, whom he did oz would moze honour and rene- 
rente, then her Patelkie; neuer naming her Bigbnes, 
Tyrones an · but with bis hat off: all which ſhewes of obedience in 
were. Him, made manp beleue that he meant to become other- 
wiſe, then ſince he hath pzoued himſelle. But thoſe that 
haue lined long in that countrey amongſt them, know 
by experience, that they are a people full oł malecontent⸗ 
ment, inconſtancie, rebellion and treaſon : deũring no o⸗ 
ther gouernment, but their owne rude barbarous and 
diſozdered kinde of life and manners, moſt hozrible and 
odious to all that feare God, obe their ꝛince, and loue 
their Countrey, 

It was euer doubted by Sit john Norice, and to be 
beleeued ol euerp ene that knew the Rebell Tyrone, that 
he neuer meant to be faithful! in his wozd: wherefoze 
bis trecherous delaies could not be imputed to any re- 

mille courſe held by Sir lohn Norice towards Tyrone. 
Sir Iohn No- But there is no queſtion, had Sir Ioba-Norice lined, he 
rices doubt of would haue made it appeared vnto the wozld(as he hath 
Tyrone. Honeheretofoze) that the zeale he did beare to doe her 
Pateſfie and his Countrep ſeruice, was ſuch, as that pꝛi⸗ 
nate malice in croſſing him ſhuld neuer haue had power, 
either to make him fatle in the leaft point of bis allea⸗ 
geanee, oz to burie any 80 his honourable intended en⸗ 
terpꝛiſes. 
1597. Z haue beard him ſay my ſelf, and ſo haue others which 
12 now liue in Ireland, that if be could but hope, that the 
Rebel Tyrone would vnkainedly accept of her Maieſties 
grace and mercte towards him, and that he the ſaid Sir

It was thought that the pꝛeſecuting of Fevgh Mac

pardon was ſent bim by Sir Edward Moore, and he in 
all things (to the ſhew of the woꝛld) readie to haue ac⸗ 
cepted thereof: on the ſudden his pardon was bzought 
backe, and he returned excedingly diſcontented.

It was thought at the Lozd Borowes comming oner, 
the old grudge would be renewed: but J think that mat- 
ter was carried into England, befoze the Loꝛd Borowes 
departed thence, Foz that after their meeting (contrarie 

to the erpectation of many) Sir Iohn Norice carted him- 

ſelfe verp diſcreetly and refpectinely towards him: be- 

ſides that, he made knowne vntd him the fate of the 

countrep at that pzeſent, together with his beit counſell 

and aduice, fo the refo2ming of the deſperate effare that 

then the kingdome was left in. In ſo much as it was 

thought, befoze ir Iohn Norice his going into his go- 

nermnent of Munſter, that they were both god friends. 

But now vpon the Koꝛd Borowes his reteiuing of 

the Swoꝛd, Dir Iohn Norice was abſoluteip ſequeſtred 

fromall co , extept that of the Pꝛouince, and ſo 

fent downe ints Munſter, with an opinion to get lcaue 

to paſſe into Englanꝗ But that fell ont contrary to his 

eeation. So he nat ouer thꝛee moneths, with aſhew g. nerall No- 
his health,althotigh in ward iy he felt his owne griefe, rice concei-
